"The Sports World," a recreation com- 


plex including a domed stadium with a 
seating capacity for 110,000, is being pro- 
posed for Schaumburg on 97 acres across 
from the WGN towers on Rte. 53. 


The enclosed arena, with underground 


parking, could be home to major Chicago 
sports clubs now seeking new quarters, 
but it would also be available for local 
and amateur teams, its developer Lee 
Romano told the Herald Wednesday. 


The 97 acres, fronting on Rte. 53 near 


the Interstate-90 breakoff, are not an- 
nexed to Schaumburg now. Romano has 
options on adjacent parcels that would 
make the land contiguous to the village. 
Mayor Robert 0. Atcher told the Herald 
the land could be annexed by referen- 
dum. 


Romano said ho expects to bring the 


proposal before the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals in the next several weeks.

O'Hare International Airport. 


The area includes the land east of 


Elmhurst Road, north of Devon Avenue, 
and west of Mount Prospect Road. Much 
of the area is south of Touhy Avenue but 
one section is north of Touhy, west of 
Mount Prospect, and south of the toll- 
way. Most of the area is unincorporated. 


Charles Willis, Elk Grove Village man- 


ager, informed village board members 
about the city's intentions for expansion 
of O'Hare at Tuesday's board meeting. 


WILLIS SAID MINUTES of a Chicago 


city council meeting Sept. 17 showed that 
as monies became available the city 
would begin acquiring land outside the 
northern boundary of O'Hare. 


In other matters, Trustee Charles Zet- 


tek, serving as chairman in the absence 
of the village president, authorized the 


housing task force to propose an ordi- 
nance establishing a housing commis- 
sion. 


Also, the board referred a request 


from Centex Corp., for rezoning of :1i 
acre for a 7-Eleven Store at the south- 
west corner of Tonne and Landmcier 
roads, to the plan commission. 


THE BOARD received an annexation 


inquiry from Rock Road Construction 
Co., 1701 N. York Rd.: authorized the vil- 
lage president to sign a preannexation 
agreement for the proposed 
Wikloaks 


apartments near Wildwood and Oakton 
streets; and agreed to notify Forest View 
homeowners that fire protection and am- 
bulance service would be discontinued 
June 15, instead of May 31. 


Trustee Ronald 
Chernick also an- 


nounced that Laurel Street would be re- 
paved this year.

The Sports World, with a dome that 


opens and closes, would have twice the 
seating capacity as the Houston Astro- 
dome, now the only completed enclosed 
stadium, which holds 44.500 spectators. 


In addition to Sports World, the com- 


plex would include "The Adventure," a 
center with restaurants, lounges, a roller 
skating and ice skating rinks, caves and 
other activities. Romano said. 


ROMANO. WHO IS THE developer of 


the Planet Project in Schaumburg, noted 
for the proposed 113-story building, has 
other parcels t" be developed in Rolling 
Meadows and Arlington Heights. 


The developer noted that the sports 


complex, which would cost upwards of 
$100 -'illion. would1 not disturb any com- 
munity or its residents. It is surrounded 
on three sides by the Cook County Forest 
Preserve. 


Romano said that Sports World will 


centrally serve any area of Northwest 
Cook and North DuPage Counties that al- 
ready has a population of over one mil- 
lion and will grow to many times that in 
the next 10 years. 


He has not announced a timetable for 


building the stadium complex yet. 


Romano expects to run into trouble 


from the Cook County Forest Preserve 
over the site. He has heard rumors that 
the forest preserve wants to add the 97 
acres to its 3.500 acre holdings in the 
Schaumburg-Elk Grove vicinity. 


" T H E FOREST PRESERVE has 


ample land without this 97 acres. I intend 
to fight with everything I have for this," 
he said. 


The site is now a tree nursery.

Sixteen months ago Mrs Rosemary 


Bornhofen was lying in a hospital bed, 
completely paralyzed on her left side 


This Mother's Day, Rosemary was 


awarded a medallion and named "Handi- 
capped Mother of the Year' by the Re- 
habilitation Institute of Chicago 


The 28-year-old Prospect Heights resi- 


dent walked up to the stand, completely 
unaided to receive her award A slight 
limp was the only trace left of the 
stroke she suffered a year and a half 
ago, after a blood clot blocked a mam 
artery in her brain 


The tragedy was threefold for Rose- 


mary because she had just returned 
from the hospital the day before after 
the birth of her first child, Gina Marie 
And her father had died of cancer while 
she was in the hospital delivering Gina 


TODAY ROSEMARY can sit in her 


kitchen and casually joke about her mis- 
fortune over a cup of coffee Her sense of 
humor has carried her through the past 
year 


She is an attractive young woman with 


a windswept pixie hair cut and an open 
smile While she is dark, her young 
daughter is very fair with soft blond 
hair 


Gina has probably fared the best since 


her mother's stroke because she has 
benefited from the love of at least four 
mother figures 
Rosemary, two grand- 


mothers and an aunt 


The stroke was a severe blow for the 


whole family, but they all pitched in and 
lent support, said Rosemary 


"I was asleep when it happened It was 


early Sunday morning, a day after I got 
home from the hospital My husband 
thought I was having a nightmare and 
woke me up I had a terrible headache 
He ti led to help me walk to the bathroom 
so I could take an aspirin but I kept fall- 
ing down I couldn't stand up " 


"HE CALLFD MY brother and sister- 


m law then, and they came over and 
watched my baby while my husband 
drove me to the hospital ' 


Rosemary stayed in the hospital until 


February, when she was transferred to 
the Rehabilitation Institute of Chicago 
' Wlnlc I was in the hospital everything 
was done foi me including bed baths As 
soon as I got to the institute they put me 
into a plastic wheel ch.ui and took me 


into the shower room I never realized 
what a luxury a shower is before 


Eveiything was different at the in 


stitute said Rosemary 
They encour 


aged you to help yourself I didn t get 
breakfast in bed anvmore but had to 
wheel myself down to the cafeteria 


When Rosemarj first arrived at the in 


stitute she couldn t move anj pait of the 
left side of her body It was a trvmg time 
because there was no way for the doctors 
to know if the brain cells had been per 
manently damaged 


' They put me on an e\tensi\ e therapv 


program so my muscles would be limber 
in case my damaged brain cells revived 
Some people never recover from a 
stroke ' 


ROSEM4RY WAS also taught how to 


woik with one arm 
They brought my 


baby down and the head nurse in the 
pediatrics department at Weslej Memor 
lal Hospital came over to teach me how 
to hold feed and diaper Gina with only 
my right arm ' 


"I had a special curved knife so I 


could cut my meat with one hand by 
rocking it I've still got it but don t use 
it anymore " 


"I also had a board with all sorts of 


hooks, locks and gadgets to practice on 
One day I was having trouble with one of 
the hooks, and a man next to me with an 
artificial arm offered to help me 


"There are so many people worse off 


than you at the institute, you can't feel 
sorry for yourself' 


ROSEMARY'S MOTHER agreed say- 


ing, "I thought I would be depressed by 
the patients when I visited Rosemary, 
but they are so friendly and cheerful 
they make you feel good 


"The first day I ai rived at the institute 


my roommate asked me if I wanted to go 
to the movies with hei 
I didn t know 


what she was talking about but latei 
learned that the patients aie taken on a 
ti ip once a week "

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A Fire Call Too Late? 


"SIDEWALK CHIEFS don't realize 
that as th«y are running out of a fire, 
the poor firemen have to be running 


into it," Lt. Ted Loesch, Rolling 
Meadows fire department, said of 
those who criticised his department 
about the Three Fountains apartment 
fire. Loesch and the department ex- 
plain what they thought of while they 
fought the fire May 4.

"My first thought was 'They didn't call 


us soon enough.' " 


The speaker was Bruce Winter, a full- 


time fireman in the Rolling Meadows fire 
department. 


He and 14 other full-time and volun- 


teers who led the battle to stop the fire in 
a Three Fountains apartment building 10 
days ago were discussing what happened 
from the moment they got the call to 
their return to the fire station several 
hours later. 


"When we pulled out of the station on 


Meadow Drive, I could see the smoke 
already and knew we were in trouble," 
Charlie Sellards, the first officer to ar- 
rive at the fire said. Sellards radioed Ar- 
lington Heights for mutual assistance 
while en route to Three Fountains. 


"Flames were already coming out the 


patio doors and that first floor apartment 
was burned out when we got there." Sell- 
ards said. 


HE AND THE MEN on the first engine 


to arrive went after the apartment where 
the fire began "We thought we had it 
out until we went around the south end 
and saw it going up the stairwell. We 
couldn't eet in The heat was too much " 


On the way into Three Fountains, the 


firemen's hearts were pumping madly, 
thev agree "I had Thumper with me all 
the way," Bill Schmidt, engineer on the 
first engine to arrive, said. 


The men knew 5201 Carriage Way 


Drive was a building built before the life 
safety code was adopted by the city. 
They were expecting the fire to be bad, 
but didn't realize until later what type of 
fire it was. 


"It was a hidden fire," Fire Chief 


Thomas Fogerty explained Fogorty and 
four firemen were attending class 
at 


Harper Junior College when they heard 
about Three Fountains "No matter what 
wall we took off, we always found fire 
Once the fire got into the hallway, I 
knew it would move to other areas." 


BEFORE FOGERTY arrived, Sellards 


was the officer in charge. "You call for 
all this equipment and it comes in. 
They're asking where you want them to 
go I had to make a lot of decisions in a 
few seconds." 


The first three engines to arrive, Roll- 


ing Meadows two and the aerial ladder 
from Arlington Heights, didn't get slowed 
down with traffic. The others, including 
the "ount Prospect snorkel, had trouble 
getting through the traffic which ma- 
terialized as more people came to watch 
the fire. 


Engineer Schmidt was responsible for 


laying the lines and hooking up to the 
fire hydrant "I went past the first hy- 
drant because people were standing 
there and I didn't see it," Schmidt said. 


With a large fire, the department 


hooks up "hard sections" of hose to get 
enough water. "I was afraid we weren't 
going to get the hard section on the hy- 
drant." 


SCHMIDT AND FIREMAN Jack Fahn 


found the hydrant caps too low to the 
ground and when they finally got the top 
cap off, they had to clean the mud off 
before the hoses could be attached. 


People trapped on the balconies were 


helped off by Rolling Meadows and Ar- 
lington Heights men \vho arrived early 
on the scene. 


"We got the police chief and two others 


off the back balcony and then went on up 
to the roof," Assistant Fire Chief Don 
Marshall, a volunteer, said. From the 
front, file watchers couldn't see the men 
on the rcof, who were working in the 
trough on the "M-shaped" roof. 


"We stayed up there knocking holes in 


the roof to ventilate the fire until the tar

Red hot railings, intense black smoke 


and searing heat prevented teams of 
men from penetrating into the hallways. 
"We crawled in on our bellies from the 
balcony on the second floor with fire 
above and around us," Ed Retzer, a vol- 
unteer, explained. "It's a scary feeling 
when you turn to crawl back out in a 
dark room and run into a wall every way 
you turn." 


R E S C U E AND SEARCH teams 


couldn't get into the building. 


"We couldn't get in, the smoke was so 


black and thick," Sellards said 


The places the fire burned into were 


scattered. "You have to remember, a 
fireman is only in one place We couldn't 
see all the places the fire was breaking 
out," Bruce Winter said. 


"The men got mad at me when I or- 


dered them out of the building," Chief 
Fogerty chuckled. "They couldn't see 
what was going on, of course, but I could 
see it was dangerous." 


No fireman can recall what he did 


when. "The only reason I knew it was 
2 30 in the morning was that I had 
scratched myself when I climbed into the 
attic and realized later it hurt. The 
watch was on my arm when I looked at 
the scratch," Marshall said. 


"IT WAS A TERRIFIC Stop on the 


fire," Fogerty said, "fire chiefs from 


other areas complimented us on how ' 
much we were able to save." 


Dick Blane. who singed his ears work- 


ing on the second and third floors, told 
how the only empty apartment in the 
building wasn't damaged too much. "If 
those tenants had only used common 
sense in closing doors, the fire probably 
wouldn't have gone as far as it did. Whe" 
we went back the next day, there wer 
some places, like closets, which hrr 
smoke damage, but no water and thing 
weren't burned. We pulled three mini- 
coats unharmed out of one closet." 


Chief Fogerty attributes the spread of 


the fire to the fact that the door to tlr 
apartment where it started was left 
open. 


"We didn't realize how fast it was go- 


ing and didn't know it had gotten to the 
other end when we arrived," Winter 
said. "When I saw those flames, though I 
knew that fire had a good start before we 
got there. My first thought was 'They 
didn't call us soon enough.' " 
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thoughts. But he was appealing to their 
ft ight about the conditions in society.

Horse Rides 
Harper Wall 


About 50 persons watched as Dr. Tung 


II Jcong moved the slide towards the 
bare light bulb in the darkened lecture 
room at Harper College. 


The slide looked like an ordinary 


framed piece of clear glass. However, as 
Jeong held the slide to the light, it proj- 
ected a reddish, three-domensional pic- 
ture of a horse against the wall. 


And, as Jeong twisted the slide in his 


hand, it appeared as though the horse 
inside was slowly rotating. 


Dr. Jeong, a professor of physics at 


Lake Forest College in Lake Forest, a 
suburb north of Chicago, was describing 
and demonstrating the science of ho- 
lography, or the use of Laser beams to 
project images of light 


BUT, 
AS JEONG describes, hologra- 


phy, 
a new science which sprang up 


when the Laser principle was discovered, 
has many applications. Holograms can 
store material, can be used to identify 
fingerprints and computers can make 
use of holography. 


The science grew on the basis of the 


unusual properties of Laser beams, 
which, when projected through a lens, 
create unusual lighting effcts. 


For example, if two projected Laser 


beams meet head-on, layers of light are 
built up. And this effect, like others, can 
create a three-dimensional picture. 


Jeong demonstrated many effects of 


the principle on a machine which proj- 
ects the Laser beam through a lens. He 
said he carries the machine with him as 
he demonstrates the programs

throughout the afternoon and evening, 
and although the principles he was ex- 
plaining were sophisticated and intricate, 
his audience seemed to enjoy the presen- 
tation.

The Chicago and Suburban Refuse Dis- 


posal Association may go to court to file 
for an injunction preventing police from 
enforcing a section of the Illinois weight 
law. 


William Buiten, executive director, 


said yesterday the association may chal- 
lenge a section of the law that restricts 
the rear axle weights on most refuse 
trucks. 


BUITEN SAID IN recent weeks state 


and local police, especially in the north- 
west and western suburbs, have in- 
creased their enforcement of what he 
called an unfair law. 


Joe Stob, vice president of the 200- 


member association, said police have 
been ticketing private scavenger firms 
but not municipalities that operate their 
own scavenger services. 


Area communities that have their own 


refuse service are Chicago, Des Plaines 
and Rolling Meadows. 


The problem lies in the tppe of truck 


used by most refuse firms in which a 
load is distributed unevenly, causing an 
underload on the frontaxle and an over- 
load on the rear axle. 


OVERWEIGHT TRUCKS have resulted 


in fines averaging $700. 


Stob contends the refuse companies 


are the victim of circumstances. He said 
that while a truck's rear axle may be 
overweight, the gross weight of the truck 
is not. 


Buiten said: "They're just trying to get 


rid of a bad law by enforcing it." 


"We just want to get some type of con- 


sideration," said 
Stob. operator of 


Monarch Disposal Co., Elk Grove Town- 
ship. "We're not expecting the state to 
say. 'Break the law.' But we need some 
relief." 


Enforcement at the present level has 


caused drastic increases in the operating 
costs which must be borne by the cus- 
tomer, said Buiten. 


Stob, whose trucks have been ticketed 


three times this year (twice in Arlington 
Heights and once in Des Plaines with 
fines totaling $1,600. said the association 
will ask for a change in the law or im- 
munity on the rear axle weight limita- 
tion. 


"We cannot continue to operate this 


way," he said, explaining that even if 
trucks operate at less than one-half of 
capacity they still do not meet the weight 
limitation because of their design. 


Stob and the association contend that 


though the law has always been in effect, 
it has only recently been enforced so 
stringently.

An Orphaned Subdivision

The grass is looking greener these 


days in Palatine than in Hoffman Es- 
tates to Winston Knolls subdivision resi- 
dents. 


The new subdivision, located northwest 


of Algonquin and Ela roads, is technical- 
ly in Hoffman Estates, but due to past 
oversights or bungling on the part of the 
developers, and former Hoffman Estates 
officials including park and fire districts, 
Winston Knolls is in the Palatine rural 
park district, Palatine Township Library 
District and Palatine Rural Fire District. 


WINSTON KNOLLS residents under- 


standably feel orphaned. The subdivision 
is the only occupied portion of Hoffman 
Estates north of the Northwest Tollway 
at the present time. Winston Knolls chil- 
dren attend Palatine Township Ele- 
mentary Dist 15 schools, and housewives 
are more likely to buy weekly staples in 
Palatine than near Golf and Roselle 


The Way We See It 
End Rubella Treachery 


German measles is one of the 


mildest — and yet one of the most 
treacherous — of the common dis- 
eases. 


More properly known as rubella, 


it often appears as little more than 
a rash in children and runs its 
course in three days. 


Its danger is in the unseen, in- 


sidious effect it has on the unborn. 
The vims, contracted by an ex- 
pectant mother in the early months 
of pregnancy, poses an enormously 
high risk of causing birth defects. 


Worse, rubella circulates in epi- 


demics, so when an outbreak oc- 
curs, the danger is widespread. 


After the last rubella epidemic, 


in 1964 and 1965. an estimated 
20,000 to 30,000 infants were bom 
with severe birth defects, including 
deafness, cataracts, liver damage, 
heart ailments, bone malformation 
and physical and mental retarda- 
tion. Another 30,000 pregnancies 
ended in miscarriage or stillbirth. 


And now — from this spring until 


sometime in 1972 — another ru- 
bella epidemic is expected. 


It need not bring with it whole- 


sale tragedy, for now a vaccine — 


more than 95 per cent effective — 
is available to combat rubella. 


The goal is to immunize 40 mil- 


lion children nationwide, including 
300,000 in Cook County's suburbs. 


N e x t 
week, from Monday 


through Saturday, is the time for 
the families of these suburbs to 
take part in this critically impor- 
tant program. 


It's hoped that at least 80 per 


cent of children from one year 
through the third grade will be im- 
munized. Most of it will be done in 
the schools, 
with immunization 


teams circulating in all the ele- 
mentary districts. 


For those missed in the schools, 


and for those too young to be in 
school, several school sites have 
been reserved for Saturday, May 
23, to complete the job. 


Parental cooperation is the key. 


Parents must sign consent forms 
for their children to be immunized, 
and parents must bring their chil- 
dren to the special Saturday immu- 
nization, if they were missed dur- 
ing the week. 


No parent should risk passing up 


this chance to beat the evil virus. 
They owe it to all children. 


Discourtesy Won't Solve Problems of Campus 


A remarkable display of bad 


temper was provided last week by 
several members of the legislature 
when they were asked to provide 
minor funding for a university 
scholarship program. 


A bill introduced by State Rep. 


Eugenia 
Chapman 
(D-Arlington 


Heights) 
would have 
provided 


$75.000 in matching funds for schol- 
arships. The other half would have 


come from University of Illinois 
students pledging $2 each per se- 
mester for a scholarship to aid the 
needy. 


Though the future of education in 


Illinois hardly rises or falls with 
this modest proposal, several legis- 
lators reacted bitterly. 


Said one. "If they want scholar- 


ships, let them join the Army. 
When they get out they can get one 


(under the GI Bill) and in the 
meantime they can learn to love 
their country." 


Another offered sarcastically, 


"We ought to throw in an extra dol- 
lar for the pill for the girls." 


A third suggested poor students 


should work their way through col- 
lege rather than being subsidized 
for conducting rock throwing dis- 
turbances on campus. 


Neither the bill nor its sponsor 


deserved 
this discourteous 
re- 


ponse. 


Only weak minds could auto- 


matically link financial need with 
radicalism, promiscuity and dis- 
respect for America. Legislators 
who have weak minds, however, 
should have strong jaws to keep 
their mouths firmly shut.

IN TMR THREE years the young adult 


program has been operating, the number 
of area young people to enroll and gradu- 
ate has grown steadily. 


In June. 1968. 18 were graduated. Last 


year, the number rose to 26, and this 
year It will be over 30. 


This year, the program will enter a 


new phase. It was originally started by 
elementary School Dist. 21 in Wheeling 
and Buffalo Grove with the help of a fed- 
eral grant under Title III of the Ele- 
mentary and Secondary Education Act. 


This year the three-year grant runs 


out. and the task of administering the 
prosram will be taken over by Dist. 214. 
The cost of running the program will be 
borne almost entirely by the state, al- 
though Dist. 214 must provide the class- 
rooms and educational equipment. 


MONDAY EVENING the Dist. 214 


school board members voted to take over 
the program. They also added another 
provision. The board requested high 
school administrators to begin planning 
for the eventual establishment of similar 
programs at other high schools in the 
district. 


It is encouraging to see the school 


board express this confidence and inter- 
est in continuing a program which has 
proven to be extremely worthwhile. 


Under the capable and experienced 


leadership of director Don Day, the pro- 
gram has provided young people the op- 
portunity to gain even more than a high 
school diploma, which in itself is becom- 
ing increasingly necessary today. 


Yet the teachers and counselors con- 


nected with the young adult program are 
attempting to provide another important 
function to the returning drop-outs. Help- 
ing them to develop a worthwhile set of 
goals and the ability to make responsible 
decisions is the purpose of the counseling 
and seminar sessions which make up a 
significant part of the program. 


Students who are working receive half 


credit and job coordination from their 
seminar instructor. 


THOSE RETURNING to high school 


for the second time face a different set of 
problems from those enrolled for the 
first time. They are older, for one thing. 
Seme have families. Many are holding 
down full-time jobs while they are com- 
pleting their education. 


Because of this, they need a program 


designed especially for them. 


And this is why the young adult pro- 


gram can be particularly beneficial — 
because it is geared to the particular 
needs and problems of these young 
people. 


Naturally no program is perfect. The 


directors are acutely aware that im- 
provements can be made in it, as they 
can in nearly every program, education- 
al or otherwise. Nor does enrolling guar- 
antee instant success for the partici- 
pants. 


YET THE NEED and benefits for this 


type of project have been demonstrated 
by its steadily increasing enrollment, 
and the growing number of graduates 
each year. 


With the continued support of the high 


school district as demonstrated Monday, 
next year the line of graduates waiting to 
receive their diplomas next year will 
probably be longer still.

It will 
offer Winston Knolls residents more than 
the subdivision could provide for itself. 
More open communication lines are 
needed between the park district and the 
homeou ners now.

There are seasonal hazards in the 


vending industry, said Hesch, such as the 
problem of chocolate candy melting dur- 
ing the summer months. "We don't even 
use regular chocolate in the summer any 
more, because it gets runny and turns 
white with the heat," he said. "Instead, 
we use compound-coated candy with syn- 
thetic chocolate." 


HESCH. WHOSE FIRM has been in 


business since 1939. said one purpose of 
Illinois Automatic Merchandising Week 
is to let people know that there are indi- 
viduals behind the machines keeping 
them in service. "We want to tell people 
that when they put their money in a ma- 
chine and don't receive what they want- 
ed, kicking or hitting the machine will 
not solve ihe problem, and could make it 
worse. We have people ready to repair 
and refill the machines." 


Noting that small companies dominate 


the industry, with tsvo out of three Illi- 
nois firms having six or fewer employes 
and most being locally owned and oper- 
ated, Hesch stated, "We try to hold mo.st 
of our business down to within a 12-mile 
radius of our building so we can give our 
custoniors the best possible service." 


Another local vendor seeking to be- 


come better acquainted with the public 
this week is Matt Cockrcll. president of 
Cockrell Coffee Service, which recently 
m o v e d from 
Arlington Heights to 


Schawiiburg. "We felt that the best way 
to celebrate Illinois Automatic Merchan- 
dising Week is through a series of open 
houses," said Cockrcll, who is hosting 
employes, local health officers and the 
public this week. 


COCKKKLL. WHOSE company seined 


close lo three quarters of a million ham- 
burgers in the Northwest suburhu area 
over the past year, agreed that the ven- 
dor needs to let people know that behind 
the machine are people willing to help. 


Cockrell was presented a plaque from 


the Illinois Automatic Merchnndisiim 
Council last week for service. Hi.s vice 
president-operations, Gino Dal Crrro, 
was also elected a director and .secretary 
of Ihe orcanization. 


"Food items are another area of im- 


provement for the future," said Cockrell. 
"I look for a major breakthrough in this 
area in the next few years," he said "in 
fresh foods particularly." 


The Illinois Automatic Merchandising 


Council, now in its fourth year, is one of 
the rapidly growing trade associations in 
the state, said Lou Cappello, president. 
"Because it takes skilled people to back 
up our machines, our association has 
started training courses for managers 
and for supervisors. Our annual business 
sessions now draw nearly 300 persons." 


MASTERMINDING hundreds of vend- 


ing machines is no easy task for vending 
company personnel, according to Cap- 
pello. With the advent of finely tuned 
electronic components in soft drink, cof- 
fee and food vending machines, fast re- 
pair service and preventive maintenance 
programs have become indispensable 
and this requires highly skilled mechan- 
ics. 


Many of the state's vending service 


firms direct their maintenance trucks 
through private radio communications 
systems. 


"Above all we want to keep our cus- 


tomers happy, but machines which are 
out of order also cost us a lot of money. 
A vending machine out of order means 
no sales until it is fixed," commented 


Cappello. 


To keep a hungry and thirsty public 


content, many Illinois vending companies 
have recently gone beyond just selling 
merchandise and food from vending ma- 
chines. 


Nearly half of Illinois' vending in- 


dustry now also operates contract food 
service for banks, insurance companies 
and industrial plants where vending ma- 
chines play a secondary role. Ranging 
from executive dining rooms to con- 
ventional factory cafeterias, these new 
services often are supplied from a cen- 
tral food production commissary which 
not only feeds vending machines but sup- 
plies company picnics, mobile catering 
trucks and concessions at ball parks with 
food and beverages. 


A TYPICAL CANDY vending machine 


sells $8-12 worth of candy bars in a year 
and nets less than $50 before income 
taxes. Of special concern to local vend- 
ing firms, said Cappello, is the in- 
flationary trend which has raised the 
cost of merchandise which vending com- 
panies buy, while the inability to adjust 
prices upward has reduced an already 
slim profit margin of less than $5 per 
$100 of sales. 


"We have no complaints about sales 


volume." says Cnppello, "but there's 


plenty of wailing about our ability to 
make a reasonable profit in our business 
today." 


"More and more people are getting the 


habit of eating away from home and we 
have the equipment and the knowhow to 


go with them wherever they are," Cap- 
pello adds. "High schools and recreation 
areas are among our most interesting 
markets for future expansion, whether it 
be for light meals or between-meals re- 
freshments."

what he termed

the head of a grirzly in the Big Sulphur 
Creek Valley in 1847 he had no notion he 
had come upon one of the world s great 
resources 


The valley was filled with clouds of 


steam and smelted stiongly of sulphui 
Elliott called U the 'gates of hell 
To 


day the gates of hell have gone to work 


Later explorers called it 
the gc> 


sers" The name is a 
misnomer

no geysers The steam es- 


caping through the crust of the cat tit is 
what geologists call fumaroles. 


This steam now has been tamed by 


turning the natural underground energy 
into the only gcothermal electric power 
plant in the Western Hcmisphcic and the 
only such plant m the world privately

plain, but technically difficult to apply 
You simply have to drill a hole deep 
enough in a volcanic area—perhaps a 
mile or more—to tap the live steam It's

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Articulated Boom Has Flexibility 


A mechanized version of the "board- 


mchouse reach" is being used at the new 
Westlake community in Bloomingdale to 
lay concrete driveways for the first 140 
homes in spite of muddy terrain. 


Construction crews of the 
Hoffman 


Rosner Corp.. builders of Westlake. are 
using a concrete pumping rig that can 
reach out as much at 60 feet over soft 
spot* to apply the concrete mix exactly 
wlirrp needed. The rig is stationed in the 
Mrcet. 


Mainly used for high forms of tall 


buildings, this is the first time the pump- 
and-boom device has been put to work 
for driveways. 


Ordinarily, concrete trucks would back 


up onto the ground and dump the con- 
crete mix right into the driveway forms. 
But since the earth is still relatively soft, 


a fully-loaded truck, which wtighs up to 
28 tons, would bog down. The alternative 
would be to carry the concrete by wheel- 
barrow from the truck to the pouring 
site. 


The special rig has an all-hydraulic ar- 


ticulated boom, which can be adjusted to 


practically any angle. A flexible spout at 
the end enables the worker to pin-point 
delivery to each driveway form. Con- 
crete can be pumped at the rate of 60 
cubic yards an hour, enabling a drive- 
way to be poured in 10 minutes.

ban Bloomingdale, the Sunnyside section 
of Westlake will include two-story de- 
signs, ranches, split-levels and dual level 
homes ranging in price from $30,930 to 
$43,500. When completed, the Hoffman 
Rosner community will consist of 2,631 
housing units.

inclination to step up their purchases of 
large ticket items such as cars. Automo- 
bile sales of domestic products slipped 12 
per cent from a year earlier during the 
first four months of 1970. 


A change in buying attitudes could well 


generate a resurgence in consumer pur- 
chasing in late 1970. the newletter con- 
cluded. But if an extended strike occurs 
in the automobile industry this fall, the 
pickup in expenditures would be delayed 
until early 1971.

The affluent and the not so affluent are 


buying more large insurance policies. So 
John Hancock Mutural Life Insurance 
Company found in the last 12 months. 


Since April, 1969, Hancock sold 3,600 


life insurance policies in amounts of 
$100,000 and more — an average of about 
10 a day. In contrast, 20 years ago, when 
average income was $4,500 or about half 
what it is today, the company sold 10 for 
the year. 


Among the 3,600 policies were 20 multi- 


million dollar policies. Two decades ago 
John Hancock did not sell any of that 
size. 


However, most of the $100,000 policies 


were not bought by men with extraor- 
dinary incomes. People of more modest 
incomes, a telephone installer, city pa- 
trolman, luncheonette owner and others, 
found they could afford and needed 
$100,000 of protection. 


The reason for the increase in the 


number of policies is simple, explained 
Paul Weaver, Hancock marketing vice 
president. "Today a S10,000-a-year man 
is worth more than$100.000 to his family. 
At age 30, he can expect to earn over 
$300,000 in his career, even if he never 
gets a raise." 


In addition, he said, rapidly rising cost 


of goods, services and education make 
the need for greater protection obvious. 


Larger incomes are not the only reason 


more Americans can afford large pol- 
icies — the cost of life insurance has ac- 
tually dropped somewhat over the last 20 
years. 


"The price tag on life insurance has 


not followed the general price spiral," 
Weaver explained, "as an expanding and 
generally profitable economy has given 
insurance companies a greater return on 
investments." 


A man of 30 can buy a $100,000 policy 


package combining permanent and term 
insurance for about $4!! a month, he said. 


Hancock computers indicate that sales 


of larger policies will be even more com- 
monplace in the '70's. They make that 
prediction when given estimates that

Although top management preaches

You find yourself taking more work 


home at night. 


You wouldn't mind delegating that job, 


but after all, no one can do it as fast as 
you do. 


You recognize you should <o more 


planning but can't find the time for it. 


Your department's turnover rate is too 


high; employees quitting because they 
don't have enough challenge and oppor- 
tunity. 


Tasks pile up to the ceiling when 


you're away, out sick, or on vacation. 


You feel Insecure at times, reluctant to 


delegate work because you're afraid a 
subordinate will do it better than you. 


You'd be happy to delegate except one 


thing: The know-how you possess came 
hard and took a long time to acquire; 
why should you pass along what you 
know to somebody else? 


If three or four of the above-stated in- 


dicators ring a bell, it may be a sign that 
there's no better time than the present to 
start sharpening your skills as a delega- 
tor. and if several more of the indicators 
strike a familiar note, your need for cor- 
rective action may be urgent, Dreyfack 
warned.

Develop New Particleboard 


A research and product development 


breakthrough with substantial impact to- 
ward further improvement of the envi- 
ronment in wood processing communities 
was reported today by E. W. Hughes, 
vice president, timber and building ma- 
terials manufacturing. Boise Cascade 
Corp., which has a Palatine oftice. 


"The successful testing of research 


samples of a particleboard which for the 
first time utilizes log bark," Hughes 
said, "means that millions of tons of 
such materials which formerly went up 
in smoke will be utilized." 


Boise Cascade's particleboard plant 


was built in 1965 and is now producing 
and shipping some 2.000 carloads of par- 
ticleboard a year made from 110 thou- 


sand tons of waste materials; a second 
plant is planned. 


Together both plants will use over 


400.000 tons a year of wood waste pre- 
viously burned. This includes planer mill 
shavings, planer mill trim ends, sawdust 
and plywood panel trim and ultimately, 
bark. 


The new bark board, composed of 25 


per cent bark and 75 per cent wood 
waste is blended with synthetic resin 
binders and wax sizes. After the mat is 
formed, it is hot pressed into a medium 
density, rigid board. Particleboard is 
usfd as floor underlayment in home con- 
struction and as corestock in the manu- 
facture of furniture. 


Teach Safety Near Railroad 


"Spending a few concerned minutes 


with your children today may spare 
them crippling injury and even death 
this summer." said R. A. Drengler, su- 
perintendent of the Chicago and North 
Western R.R.'s Chicago terminal division 
which encompasses most of the rail- 
road's suburban operations. 


Drengler said thnt. with the school 


year drawing to an end. this is the most 
appropriate time for parents and school 
teachers to devote a few minutes to les- 
sons for children on safety, especially the 
dangers of playing on or near railroad 
tracks. "Now is the time to discuss the 
subject with the youngsters before school 
vacations start," said Drengler, adding 
that such safety reminders should be re- 
pented by parents throughout the sum- 
mer months. 


Drengler said trespassing by children 


on railroad property is always the worst 
during summer vacation months when 
they have time on their hands. 


Hardly a vacation month passes with- 


out some injury or fatality to children 
playing on railroad tracks, flipping cars, 
climbing on or under cars or crossing 
tracks where no pedestrian crosswalk is 
provided, he continued. 


"The few minutes parents or teachers 


spend discussing these hazards with 
youngsters t-xlay," said Drengler, "may 
be the most important minutes in the 
lives of these children. Nothing could 
please us more than the knowledge that 
every youngster in the areas we serve 
will have a wonderful summer vacation 
and will be back in school next fall — 
safe and sound."

Home Ownership 
Growth Predicted 


Nearly seven of every 10 American 


families o«n their own homes — a 
record equaled by few, if any, other na- 
tions in the world — and newly popular 
forms of ownership, coupled with the al- 
most universal desire, will increase the 
percentage in the future, according to 
John P McKay, president of the North- 
west Suburban Board of Realtors. 


As examples of emerging ownership 


forms, McKay cited condominium and 
cooperative buildings. Under these plans, 
occupants either own their own apart- 
ment (condominium) or own shares in 
the corporation which owns the building 
in which they live (cooperative). These 
two plans provide a form of ownership 
for those who prefer apartment living. 


MANY WHO LEASE their year-around 


place of residence own a second or vaca- 
tion home: thus, they are landowners 
also. 


"Despite this expansion of, and desire 


for. real property, periodic attacks are 
launched on the concept of home own- 
ership by those with varying and often 
hidden reasons. There are some who ar- 
gue that single-family homes take too 
much space, that we must discourage or 
do away with home ownership," McKay 
added. 


"Certainly, in some major urban cen- 


ters there is a criticism of urban sprawl, 
but the idea that we are running out of 
land is not supported by the figures. At 
present, about 70 per cent of our popu- 
lation lives on only 3 per cent of the land. 
Obviously, there is still ample room for 
single-family home ownership," he de- 
clared, "although in some cases obvious 
problems of utilities, transportation, and

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'Sports World' 
Proposed

"The Sports World," a recreation com- 


plex including a domed stadium with a 
seating capacity for 110,000, is being pro- 
posed for Schaumburg on 97 acres across 
from the WGN towers on Rte. 53. 


The enclosed arena, with underground 


parking, could be home to major Chicago 
sports clubs now seeking new quarters, 
but it would also be available for local 
and amateur teams, its developer Lee 
Romano tolf" the Herald Wednesday. 


The 97 a.-ves, fronting on Rte. 53 near 


the Interstate-90 breakoff, are not an- 
nexed to Schaumburg now. Romano has 
options on adjacent parcels that would 
make the land contiguous to the village. 
Mayor Robert 0. Atcher told the Herald 
the land could be annexed by referen- 
dum. 


Romano said he expects to bring the 


proposal before the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals in the next several weeks. 


"I HAVE BEEN approached by major 


sports groups seeking new locations that 
could occupy The Sports World," Ro- 
mano said. He did not specify which 
teams are interested. 


Atcher said a domed stadium is fea- 


sible for the Northwest area, especially 
sine" several of the major league Chi- 
cago teams are looking for new homes. 


The professional baseball and football 
leagues are encouraging Chicago teams 
to find larger quarters that will increase 
attendance and revenues. 


A '."mod sports stadium was once dis- 


cussed for Arlington Park, but plans nev- 
er got off the ground and apparently 
were scuttled when the race track was 
purchased by Gulf-Western. 


The Sports World, with a dome that 


opens and closes, would have twice the 
seating capacity as the Houston Astro- 
dome, no* the only completed enclosed 
stadium, which holds 44.500 spectators. 


In addition to Sports World, the com- 


plex would include "The Adventure." a 
center with restaurants, lounges, a rolli-r 
skating and ice skating rinks, caves an;l 
other activities. Romano said.

ded, Galanter said. 


It's a service that's been paid for by 


the taxpayers and they deserve to have 
it maintained as a service, he added.

Trustee Ray Kessell. "This young lady 
started and ended with us and picked up 
as much as the adults," Atcher said.

He advised businessmen to separate lo- 


cal mail from out of town mail and to get 
it mailed early in the day. 


All pieces not going to communities 


serviced by the Roselle Post Office are 
sent to a central sorting station in Frank- 
lin Park, Galanter said. Plans for a sec- 
ond station were made for O'Hare in 
1959, but it's 1970 and they haven't start- 
ed yet, he added. 


If mail is deposited late in the day, it, 


too, has to go to Franklin Park and come 
back. 


Budget cuts handed down from Wash- 


ington mean carriers now have to pick 
up most mail on the way back from their 
delivery routes. Trucks will no longer be 
used in the area. 


AFTER THE WORK stoppage last 


March, (postal officials don't like the 
word strike) orders came that there is to 
be no overtime at the post office. 


After four days the press got wind of 


the no overtime order and a S per cent 
overtime allowance was granted. 


Galanter's internal staff works a total 


of 140 hours a week so he can have his 
people put in less than five hours a week 
over the normal work period. 


Public outcries against "junk mail" 


brought Galanter's comment, "There is 
no such thing." 


"First class mail pays for itself; sec- 


ond and third do not; and there are 
strong lobbies in Washington to keep it 
that way," Galanter said. 


"SOMEBODY ALWAYS wants circu- 


lars," he added. Complaints are received 
from people who do not receive circulars 
telling of sales and special offers in the 
community. 


"There is no junk mail, but what is 


often referred to as junk mail should be 
charged rates that pays for itself," he 
added. 


The foundation for a regional cultural 


center in Schaumburg, to rival those in 
major metropolitan areas, seemed more 
firmly laid when Mayor Robert 0. At- 
cher announced the names of two mil- 
lionaires who will serve on the commis- 
sion. 


At Tuesday's village board meeting, 


Atcher said Jack Pritzker, whose family 
owns the Hyatt House hotel chain and a 
substantial portion of Centex, has agreed 
to serve on the six member commission. 


Herman Silverstein, president of Har- 


ding Museum and chairman of the board 
of Mid-America National Bank in Chi- 
cago, will also serve on the commission. 


The third man's name was not re- 


vealed because Atcher has not had an 
opportunity to personally meet and dis- 
cuss the commission with him. He was 
described as a man with an "art collec- 
tion worth millions and a member of the 
Art Institute board." 


THE COMMISSION will have three 


Schaumburg residents on it along with 
the mayor who is an automatic member 
by statute. 


Mrs. Alexander Langsdorf, known for 


her artistic talents, is the first Schaum- 
burg resident to be appointed to the com- 
mission. 


The cultural center will be located in 


the new civic complex planned for 
Schaumburg Road just east of Roselle 
Road. Land for the complex is being do- 
nated by William Lambert. 


Funds for the cultural center are being 


accumulated through apartment devel- 
opment in the village. Developers have 
agreed to donate StOO per 
apartment 


unit. This should provide the village with 
upwards of S4 million for the center. 


The Harding Museum, once located on 


Chicago's south side, and now in storage, 
plans to locate in the cultural center. It 
is known for its collection of medieval 
a r m o r 
and weapons, 
musical in- 


struments, man of war models, medieval 
and contemporary art and Renaissance 
furniture. It has an outstanding collec- 
tion of paintings of America's old west 
by Frederic Remington. 


THE ANNOUNCEMENT of the first 


three commission members came as 
trustees approved an ordinance creating 
a cultural commission for Schaumburg. 
The six members, appointed by the vil- 
lage president, serve four year terms 
Members receive no money for being on 
the commission. 


"At completion, Schaumburg's center 


will top cultural centers in most major 
U. S. cities," village Atty. Jack M. Siege 1 
said. 


Enabling legislation for cultural cen- 


ters was passed by the state legislature 
last year. Another nearby community, 
Arlington Heights, is trying to build a 
regional cultural center. 


In addition to the museum, Schaum- 


burg's center will probably have two the- 
aters, one with a stage large enough for 
a symphony orchestra and a second for 
small theater guild activities, plus space 
for all the performing arts.

Firemen's hearts were pumping madly, 
•Mev iisirec "I had Thumper with me all 
the way." Bill Schmidt, engineer on the 
first engine to arrive, said. 


The 
nr.en knew 5201 Carriage Way 


Drive was a building built before the life 


safety code was adopted by the city. 
They were expecting the fire to be bad, 
but didn't realize until later what type of 
tire it was. 


"It was a hidden fire." Fire Chief 


Thomas Fogcrty explained. Fogerty and 
four firemen were attending class 
at 


Harper Junior College when they heard 
about Three Fountains. "No matter what 
wall we took off. we always found fire. 
Once the fire got into the hallway, I 
knew it would move to other areas." 


BEFORE FOGF.RTY arrived. Sellards 


was the officer in charge. "You call for 
all this equipment and it comes in. 
They're asking where you want them to 
go. I had to make a lot of decisions in a 
few seconds." 


The first three engines to arrive. Roll- 


ing Meadows two and the aerial ladder 
from Arlington Heights, didn't get slowed 
down with traffic. The others, including 
the "ount Prospect snorkel, had trouble 
getting through the traffic which ma- 
terhli/ed as more people came to watch 
the fire. 


Engineer Schmidt was responsible for 


laying the lines and hooking up to the 
fire hydrant. "I went past the first hy- 
drant because 
people were standing 


there and I didn't so" it," Schmidt said. 


With a large 
fire, the department 


hooks up "hard sections" of hose to get 
enough water. "I was afraid we weren't 
going to get the hard section on the hy- 
drant." 


SCHMIDT AND FIREMAN Jack Fatal 


found the hydrant caps too low to the 


ground and when they finally got the top 
cap off, they had to clean the mud off 
before the hoses could be attached. 


People trapped on the balconies were 


helped off by Rolling Meadows and Ar- 
lington Heights men who arrived early 
on the scene. 


"We got the police chief and two others 


off the back balcony and then went on up 
to the roof." Assistant Fire Chief Don 
Marshall, a volunteer, said. From the 
front, fire watchers couldn't see the men 
on the rcof, who were working in the 
trough on the "M-shaped" roof. 


"We stayed up there knocking holes in 


the roof to ventilate the fire until the tar 
started to bubble and the chief ordered 
us off," Marshall continued. 


Red hot railings, intense black smoke 


and searing heat prcvenfcd teams of 
men from penetrating into the hallways. 
"We crawled in on our bellies from the 
balcony on the second floor with fire 
above and around us." Ed Retzer, a vol- 
unteer, explained. "It's a scary feeling 
when you turn to crawl back out in a 
dark room and run into a wall every way 
you turn." 


R E S C U E AND SEARCH 
teams 


couldn't get into the building. 


"We couldn't get in, the smoke was so 


black and thick," Sellards said. 


The places the fire burned into were 


scattered. "You have to remember, a 
fireman is only in one place. We couldn't 
see all the places the fire was breaking 
out," Bruce Winter said. 


"The men got mad at me when I or- 


dered them out of the building," Chief 
Fogerty chuckled. "They couldn't see 
what was going on, of course, but I could 
see it was dangerous." 


No fireman can recall what he did 


when. "The only reason I knew it was 
2:30 
in the morning was that I 
had 


scratched myself when I climbed into the 
attic and realized later it hurt. The 
watch was on my arm when I looked at 
the scrr.tch," Marshall said. 


"IT WAS A TERRIFIC stop On the 


fire," Fogerty said, "fire chiefs from 
other areas complimented us on how 
much we were able to save." 


Dick Blane, who singed his ears work- 


ing on the second and third floors, told 
how the only empty apartment in the 
building wasn't damaged too much. "If 
those tenants had only used common 
sense in closing doors, the fire probably 
wouldn't have gone as far as it did. When 
we went back the next day, there were 
some places, like closets, which had 
smoke damage, but no water and things 
weren't burned. We pulled three mink 
coats unharmed out of one closet." 


Chief Fogerty attributes the spread of 


the fire to the fact that the door to the 
apartment where it started was 
left 


open. 


"We didn't realize how fast it was go- 


ing and didn't know it had gotten to the 
other end when we arrived," Winter 
said. "When I saw those flames, though. I 
knew that fire had a good start before we 
got there. My first thought was 'They 
didn't call us soon enough.' "

Mom: 'No One Ever Cried 


by BETSY BROOKE R 


Sixteen months ago, Mrs. Rosemary 


Bornhofen was lying in a hospital bed, 
completely paralyzed on her left side. 


This Mother's Day, Rosemary was 


awarded a medallion and named "Handi- 
capped Mother of the Year" by the Re- 
habilitation Institute of Chicago. 


The 28-year-old Prospect Heights resi- 


dent walked up to the stand, completely 
unaided, to receive her award. A slight 
limp was the only trace left of the 
stroke she suffered a year and a half 
ago, after a blood clot blocked a main 
artery in her brain. 


The tragedy was threefold for Rose- 


mary because she had just returned 
from the hospital the day before after 
the birth of her first child, Gina Mane 
And her father had died of cancer while 
she was in the hospital delivering Gina. 


TODAY, ROSEMARY can sit in her 


kitchen and casually joke about her mis- 
fortune over a cup of coffee. Her sense of 
humor has carried her through the past 
year. 


She is an attractive joung woman with 


a windswept pixie hair cut and an open 
smile While she is dark, her young 
daughter is very fair with soft blond 
hair. 


Gina has probably fared the best since 


her mother's stroke because she has 
benefited from the love of at least four 
mother figures: Rosemary, two grand- 
mothers and an aunt. 


The stroke was a severe blow for the 


whole family, but they all pitched in and 
lent support, said Rosemary 


"I was asleep when it happened. It was 


early Sunday morning, a day after I got 
home from the hospital. My husband 
thought I was having a nightmare and 
woke me up. I had a terrible headache. 
He tried to help me walk to the bathroom 
so I could take an aspirin but I kept fall- 
ing down. I couldn't stand up " 


"HE CALLED MY brother and sister- 


in-law then, and they came over and 
watched my baby while my husband 
drove me to the hospital " 


Rosemary stayed in the hospital until 


February, when she was transferred to 
the Rehabilitation Institute of Chicago. 
"While I was in the hospital, everything 
was done for me, including bed baths As

soon as I got to the institute they put me 
into a plastic wheel chair and took me 
into the shower room. I never realized 
what a luxury a shower is before." 


Everything was different at the in- 


stitute, said Rosemary. "They encour- 
aged you to help yourself. I didn't get 
breakfast in bed anymore, but had to 
wheel myself down to the cafeteria." 


When Rosemary first arrived at the in- 


stitute, she couldn't move any part of the 
left side of her body. It was a trying time 
because there was no way for the doctors 
to know if the brain cells had been per- 
manently damaged. 


"They put me on an extensive therapy 


program so my muscles would be limber 
in case my damaged brain cells revived 
Some people never recover from 
a 


stroke " 


ROSEMARY WAS also taught how to 


work with one arm "They brought my 
baby down, and the head nurse in the 
pediatrics department at Wesley Memor- 
ial Hospital came over to teach me how 
to hold, feed and diaper Gina with only 
my right arm." 


"I had a special curved knife so I 


could cut my meat with one hand, by 
rocking it. I ve still got it, but don't use 
it anymore " 


"I also had a board with all sorts of 


hooks, locks and gadgets to practice on. 
One day I was having trouble with one of 
the hooks, and a man next to me with an 
artificial arm offered to help me." 


"There are so many people worse off 


than you at the institute, you can't feel 


sorry for yourself." 


ROSEMARY'S MOTHER agreed say- 


ing, "I thought I would be depressed by 
the patients when I visited Rosemary, 
but they are so friendly and cheerful, 
they make you feel good." 


"The first day I arrived at the institute 


my roommate asked me if I wanted to go 
to the movies with her. I didn't know 
what she was talking about, but later 
learned that the patients are taken on a 
trip once a week." 


"And there was a Negro patient there 


we called "the general." He had been 
shot five times during a hold-up. I asked 
him one day if they had caught the rob- 
bers, and he said he knew who they 
were. So I told him he was lucky they 
were friends, or he would have gotten it 
worse." 


"No one ever cries at the institute," 


added Rosemary. 


In March, Rosemary was able to go 


home and visit the institute on an out- 
patient basis. By this time the muscles in 
her left leg had begun to move and she 
could walk with the aid of a brace and a 
cane 


BY THE MIDDLE OF the summer, 


she was able to move her left arm and 
throw away her sling. Two months later, 
she could walk without the brace 


Rosemary's mother stayed with her 


during her first few months at home, but 
now Rosemary is doing most of the 
housework herself and even driving. 


"I feel more appreciative of simple 


things now," said Rosemary, "like just 


moving around " 


"You never realize how lucky you are 


until something like this happens to you

to condemn land in February, members 
of the SHA began picketing the Levitt 


model homes site on Arlington Heights 
Road. That stopped a few weeks later 
after Levitt asked for injunction to halt 
it SHA stopped the picketing, and Levitt 
withdrew its request for the injunction. 


More recently, School Dist. 9ii sought 


to stop persons from moving into new 
Strathmore homes in an effort to stave 
off what district officials thought would 
be an unbearable overburdening of the 
district's lone facility. Kildeer School. 
That 
injunction petition was turned 


down. 


The district serves Wheeling and the 
Cook County portion of Buffalo Grove. 


The zoning board voted unanimously to 


recommend to the Wheeling Village 
Board that a special use for the library 
be granted on the church property and 
on two adjacent lots already owned by 
the library district. Such a special use 
permit is needed to build a library in any 
zoning class in the village. 


GENERAL OBLIGATION bonds total- 


Ing $250,000 will be issued by the district 
to pay for the purchase of the church 
building, remodeling, air conditioning, 
carpeting, and new books. 


Library board Atty. Roger Bjorvik and 


Board Pres. Charles DuBois told the zon- 
ing board that two banks had agreed to 
purchase the bonds from the district. 


DuBois testified that he felt using the 


church as a library "would not alter the 
essential character of the neighborhood." 


He listed other sites studied by the 


board before the referendum including 
the east end of the golf course at Arlington 


Country club, property cast and west of 
the Soo Line R.K. tracks on Dundee 
Road, and a lot at the southwest corner 
of Wolf and Dundee roads. 


Douglas Cargill, zoning board chair- 


man, explained to the other board mem- 
bers that he, in his capacity as zoning 
administrator, had recommended to the 
library board members that they wait 
until after the referendum to seek a spe- 
cial use on the property. 


A PARKING LOT for 50 cars will he 


provided west of the library building, ar- 
chitect Godfrey L. Duke told the zoning 
board. 


Duke, who was the original architect 


on the church, explained the remodeling 
is largely a "facelifting" for the building 
and that the only structural change is to 
strengthen floors In the education wing to 
withstand the load of books 


Duke said plans for the building's re- 


modeling would be submitted to the vil- 
lage within 2% months if the special use 
zoning is granted. He predicted the li- 
brary would be ready before Christmas.

To be named Jamestown Circle on the 


Lake, the proposed development will in- 
clude 236 townhouses, 232 apartments in 
four buildings, two swimming pools and 
a clubhouse. The townhouses will be in a 
cluster-type 
development 
with green 


areas between groups of buildings. 


The four-story apartment buildings 


would each house 63 apartments and in- 
clude 44 two-bedroom apartments, 7 one- 
bedroom apartments, and 12 three-bed- 
room apartments in each building. 


Developer Al Zale testified that the 


number of bedrooms in the proposed 
townhouses would be unknown until a 
sales campaign was begun, but that 
there would be a predominance of three- 
bedroom units with some two-bedroom 
and some four-bedroom units. 


THE CENTER OF the townhouse sec- 


tion on the eastern two-thirds of the 36- 
acre site would hold a retention basin 
which will be the final step in the system 
of drainage basins in the Tahoe, Miller 
and Mallard Lake developments in the 
area. 


The Jamestown Circle property is lo- 


cated north of Hintz Road 1,500 feet east 
of Buffalo Grove Road. It is bordered by

To the east of the property are 


single-family homes on Jackson drive, an 
unincorporated area.

"The Sport's World," a recreation com- 


plex including a domed stadium with a 
seating capacity for 110,000, is being pro- 
posed for Schaumburg on 97 acres across 
from the WGN towers on Rte. 53. 


The enclosed arena, with underground 


parking, could be home to major Chicago 
sports clubs now seeking new quarters, 
but it would also be available for local 
and amateur teams, its developer Lee 
Romano told the Herald Wednesday. 


The 97 acres, fronting on Rte. 53 near 


the Interstate-90 breakoff, are not an- 
nexed to Schaumburg now. Romano has 
options on adjacent parcels that would 
make the land contiguous to the village. 
Mayor Robert 0. Ateher told the Herald 
the land could be annexed by referen- 
dum. 


Romano said he expects to bring the 


proposal before the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals in the next several weeks. 


"I HAVE BEEN approached by major 


sports groups seeking new locations that 
could occupy The Sports World," Ro- 
mano said. He did not specify which

tuned their ears to nature" and glued 
their eyes to the movie screen Tuesday 
night. 


It was PEP's (Pollution and Environ- 


mental Problems) Eco-Catastrophe Film 
Festival which ironically was hit by a 
weather "catastrophe" as the fog rolled 
in and sirens sounded outside 
Forest 


View High School's Little Theater in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


In the beginning the audience heard 


what individuals can do to fight pollution 
by using low phosphate detergents, elimi- 
nating dangerous pesticides from house- 
hold use and gardening the organic way. 


"There are several small plants which 


can be used in place of insecticides," ex- 
plained Mrs. R. C. Good, PEP program 
chairman. 


"For example, mint can be planted 


near cabbage or garlic plants near rose 
bushes to assist in bug control," she 
said. 


MRS. 
GOOD ALSO explained how 


phosphates in detergents should stay be- 
low 25 units per washload. Enzyme pre- 
soaks are especially high ranging from 
30 to 55 units of phosphate, she said. 


A list of phosphate content of deter- 


gents prepared by Northwestern Students 
for a Better Environment was dis- 
tributed to the group. Only 12 detergent 
products of 43 are above the hazardous 
phosphate level. 


When the lights dimmed, it was time 


for visual proof of what pollution is doing 


teams are interested. 


Ateher said a domed stadium is fea- 


sible for the Northwest area, especially 
sine* several of the major league Chi- 
cago teams are looking for new homes. 
The professional baseball and football 
leagues are encouraging Chicago teams 
to find larger quarters that will increase 
attendance and revenues. 


A >med sports stadium was once dis- 


cussed for Arlington Park, but plans nev- 
er got off the ground and apparently 
were scuttled when the race track was 
purchased by Gulf-Western. 


The Sports World, with a dome that 


opens and closes, would have twice the 
seating capacity as the Houston Astro- 
dome, now the only completed enclosed 
stadium, which holds 44,500 spectators. 


In addition to Sports World, the com- 


plex would Include "The Adventure," a 
center with restaurants, lounges, a roller 
skating and ice skating rinks, caves and 
other activities, Romano said. 


ROMANO, WHO IS THE developer of 


the Planet Project in Schaumburg, noted 
for the proposed 113-story building, has 


other parcels t- bp developed in Rolling 
Meadows and Arlington Heights. 


The developer noted that the sports 


complex, which would cost upwards of 
$100 -illion, would not disturb any com- 
munity or its residents. It is surrounded 
on three sides by the Cook County Forest 
Preserve. 


Romano said that Sports World will 


centrally serve any area of Northwest 
Cook and North DuPage Counties that al 
ready has a population of over one mil 
lion and will grow to many times that in 
the next 10 years. 


He has not announced a timetable foi 


building the stadium complex yet. 


Romano expects to run into troubli 


from the Cook County Forest Preserve 
over the site. He has heard rumors thn 
the forest preserve wants to add the 9'. 
acres to its 3,500 acre holdings in th. 
Schaumburg-Elk Grove vicinity.

church in Wheeling that will be used as a 
library was taken Tuesday. Wheeling's 
zoning board of appeals recommended 
tfir village board grant a special use per- 
mit fw the renovation. 


The Wheeling Public Library District 


plans to buy ami remodel St. Mark's 
United Church of Christ building on Jen- 
kins Court in Wheeling for use as the 
district's new library facility. 


Funds for the purchase and renovation 


were approved in a $250,000 bond issue 
passed by library district voters April 4. 


Attorney Claims 'No Fraud' 


An attorney for Levitt and Sons, Inc., 


declared this week there was no fraud 
Involved in the builder's sale of homes in 
Lake County. 


Lawyer Jack Siegel. commenting Tues- 


day on a suit expected to be filed against 
Levitt, said: "There was no fr.iml Any 
affirmative representations that Levitt 
made 'to prospective homebuver.s' were 
ba-ed on the factual situation as it exis- 
ted at that time." 


THE SUIT IS expected to be filed by a 


group of Lake County homeowners. Basi- 
cally 1t will contend that Strathmore 
home buyers were not told of the short- 
age of schools in the Lake County portion 
of Buffalo Grove Levitt is the firm build- 
Ing Strathmore. 


Last Friday, the Strathmore Home- 


owners Association <SHA> \oted to en- 
dorse the suit and to allow two of the 
SIIA's committees to help raise funds for

The suit to be filed by homeowners and 


the district's condemnation suit arc not 
the only legal actions that have resulted 
from the school site situation m the Dist 
96 area in the last several months. 


WHEN THE SCHOOL district decided 


to condemn land in February, members 
of the SHA began picketing the Levitt 


model homes site on Arlington Heights 
Road That stopped a few weeks later 
after Levitt asked for injunction to halt 
it. SHA stopped the picketing, and Levitt 
withdrew its request for the injunction. 


.More recently. School Dist. 96 sought 


to stop persons from moving into new 
Strathmore homes in an effort to stave 
off what district officials thought would 
be an unbearable overburdening of the 
district's lone facility. Kildeer School. 
That injunction petition was 
turned 


down. 


The district serves Wheeling and the 
Cook County portion of Buffalo Grove. 


The zoning board voted unanimously to 


recommend to the Wheeling Village 
Board that a special use for the library 
be granted on the church property and 
on two adjacent lots already owned by 
the library district. Such a special use 
permit is needed to build a library in any 
zoning class in the village. 


GENERAL OBLIGATION bonds total- 


Ing $250,000 will be issued by the district 
to pay for the purchase of the church 
building, remodeling, air conditioning, 
carpeting, and new books. 


Library board Atty. Roger Bjorvik and 


Board Pres. Charles DuBois told the zon- 
ing board that two banks had agreed to 
purchase the bonds from the district. 


DuBois testified that he felt using the 


church as a library "would not alter the 
essential character of the neighborhood." 


He listed other sites studied by the 


board before the referendum including 
the east end of the golf course at Arlington 


Country club, property east and west of 
the Soo Line R.R. tracks on Dundee 
Road, and a lot at the southwest corner 
of Wolf and Dundee roads. 


Douglas Cargill, zoning board chair- 


man, explained to the other board mem- 
bers that he, in his capacity as zoning 
administrator, had recommended to the 
library board members that they wait 
unt'il after the referendum to seek a spe- 
cial use on the property. 


A PARKING LOT for SO cars will be 


provided west of the library building, ar- 
chitect Godfrey L Duke told the zoning 
board 


Duke, who was the original architect 


on the church, explained the remodeling 
is largely a "facelifting" for the building 
and that the only structural change is to 
strengthen floors In the education wing to 
withstand the load of books. 


Duke said plans for the building's re- 


modeling would be submitted to the vil- 
lage within 21'-: months if the special use 
zoning is granted. He predicted the li- 
brary would be ready before Christmas. 


Planning for the 1970 Buffalo Grove 


Days celebration began with an organi- 
zational meeting Tuesday of the com- 
mittee handling the event. 


Buffalo Grove Days, held annually La- 


bor Day weekend, is sponsored and fi- 
nancially supported by the village. Last 
year's observance was expanded to in- 
clude two days, and cost the village 
$l,B56. 


Planning for Buffalo Grove Days usu- 


ally begins much sooner in the year, 
sometimes as early as February, accord- 
ing to Ken Felten, village trustee, who is 
acting as temporary chairman for the 
event. 


REPRESENTATIVES of several civic 


organizations in the village met with Pel- 
ten and trustee Allan Thorud m an effoit 
to begin laying groundwork for the event. 
Monday's meeting was the first held con- 
cerning this year's Buffalo Grove days. 


Village officials each year hope the cel- 


ebration's revenue will match its ex- 
penses. However. Felten said, usually ex- 
penses are greater than revenue 


The village board has yet to approve 


any expenditures this year for the cele- 
bration. Felten estimated about ¥2,000 
would be needed for the celebration. He 
said he planned to bring up the matter at 
the May 2> village board meeting 


Representatives from about 10 ci\ ic 


groups were at the Tuesday's meeting. 
Felten, who had sent letters to most civic 
organizations in the village concerning 
the meeting, termed Monday's turnout 
"small" He urged other organizations in 
the village to join in working on the proj- 
ect. "The persons who were there Mon- 
day showed enthusiasm for I he celebra- 
tion, but they need more people from 
other parts of the village." 


SEVERAL ASSIGNMENTS and 
ap- 


pointments were made Monday How- 
ever, the Buffalo Grove Days committee 
is still lacking a general chairman and a 
finance chairman 


The group chose the theme "Heritage 


Day" for this year's celebration. Repre- 
sentatives from the Strathmore Home- 
owners Association, the men's and wom- 
en's clubs of St. Mary's Church the Kil- 
mer PTA, the Buffalo Grove and the 
Cambridge Women's Clubs, and the Jay- 
cees tentatively agreed to handle certain 
parts of the celebration. However, the 
representatives 
indicated the y would 


have to receive official approval from 
their organizations before officially com- 
mitting their groups to participate in the 
celebration 


Felten said plans for this year's Buf- 


falo Grove Days include carnival rides 
for small children, carnival games and 
booths, a parade, a big-name rock band 
concert and a teen dance. As in past 
years, the Jaycees will handle the fire- 
works display the second night of the 


celebration, climaxing the celebration. 


Felten said the next meeting of the 


committee working on Buffalo Grove 
Days will meet June 2 at the village's 
municipal building.

A proposed townhouse and apartment 


complex on the Zale property in western 
Wheeling was recommended for planned 
development 
(PD-1) 
zoning 
by 
the 


Wheeling Zoning Board of Appeals Tues- 
day. 


To be named Jamestown Circle on the 


Lake, the proposed development will in- 
clude 2:iB townhouses, 252 apartments in 
four buildings, two swimming pools and 
a clubhouse. The townhouses will be in a 
cluster-type development with green 
areas between groups of buildings. 


The four-story 
apartment buildings 


would each house 63 apartments and in- 
clude 44 two-bedroom apartments, 7 one- 
bedroom apartments, and 12 three-bed- 
room apartments in each building. 


Developer Al Zale testified that the 


number of bedrooms in the proposed 
townhouses would be unknown until a 
sales campaign was begun, but that 
there would be a predominance of three- 
bedroom units with some two-bedroom 
and some four-bedroom units. 


THE CENTER OF the townhouse sec- 


tion on the eastern two-thirds of the 36- 
acre site would hold a retention basin 
which will be the final step in the system 
of drainage basins in the Tahoe, Miller 
and Mallard Lake developments in the 
area. 


The Jamestown Circle property is lo- 


cated north of Hintz Road 1,500 feet east 
of Buffalo Grove Road. It is bordered by 
(he Server Co., Mallard Lake apartment 


project on the west and by the Tahoe 
project, 
a 
proposed 
planned 
devel- 


opment, on the north. 


To the east of the property are 


single-family homes on Jackson drive, an 
unincorporated area. 


The apartment buildings proposed in 


Jamestown Circle \vould have under- 
ground parking facilities. Two spaces 
would be provided, one outside and one 
inside, for each apartment unit. 


Zale testified Tuesday that negotiations 


are being conducted with School Dist. 21 
to find an alternate site for a school park 
site, 11 acres of which is located on the 
proposed development. He said he was 
hopeful the negotiations would prove suc- 
cessful within two w three months. 


HE TOLD THE zoning board that the 


townhouses and apartments would be 
sold "in the mid-20 price range" to pro- 
vide homes for what he termed "middle 
income families." 


Zale said owners in the development 


would pay a monthly maintenance fee 
for landscaping, painting and other sim- 
ilar work. 


New roads would include two dedicated 


streets. 


The property is currently zoned for 


single family homes. Final action on the 
rezoning of the property to a planned de- 
velopment must come from the village 
board. 


The developers were unable to predict 


the number of school-aged children who 


would live in the complex when ques- 
tioned by the zoning board because the 
number of bedrooms in the townhouses 
was not determined. 


All apartments and townhouses in the 


project would be sold rather than rented, 
Zale testified. 


ONE LOCAL resident, John D. Swiders 


Jr , of 2324 E Hintz Rd., told the zoning 
board he was concerned that the school 
and park districts might condemn his 
house, adjacent to the Jamestown devel- 
opment, as part of a school-park site. 


Zoning board members said 
they 


thought it would be unlikely the districts 
would consider anything except vacant 
land for a new school site. 
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Demonstrators Offer Nothing, Says Cop 


The week May 10 • 16 has been set 


aside by presidential proclamation to 
honor policemen throughout the nation. 


The policeman, along with the fireman, 


the nurse and the mailman, arc still re- 
vered in most grade school classrooms. 
And the citizens voting for law and order 
candidates still view the policeman as an 
instrument of one of America's highest 
ideals. 


But there is a segment in our country, 


a little older than the grade school stu- 
dent and younger than the electorate, 
that refutes the policeman's integrity. 
They call him "pig." 


The reaction from the law enforcers 


has ranged from anger to quiet indignity, 
but they all agree the attack is unjust. 


"We are just like everyone else, but we 


wear uniforms and carry guns." objected 
Patrolman Roger Holt, administrative 
aide to the commander at the Cook Coun- 
ty Sheriff's north suburban station in 
Niles 


"IT is WRONG to classify us as one 


group." added Holt "We are all individ- 
uals " 


"The newspapers and TV always show 


everything 
the policeman does wrong. 


But we have files of letters from citwens 
commemorating the work of the police- 
men in our department. And that never 
gets in the headlines." 


On the suburban beat, the 80 men at 


the Niles station rarely come into direct 
contact with the element that derides 


them However, they were on standby all 
last week during the demonstrations by 
students in Evanston. And they have 
been called into the city many times to 
evict residents who have not fulfilled 
contract buyers agreements. 


"Demonstrators, in my opinion, are 


stupid," said Holt. "They don't like the 
form of government they have, but they 
don't offer a solution." 


"ANYONE CAN GO out and burn 


buildings and throw rocks. It doesn't 
take much intelligence But it does take 
intelligence to find a solution to society's 
problems." 


Holt said he didn't believe a division 


exists between the police and all youth. 
"A lot of our officers have friends in col- 


lege But these students have parents 
who taught them right from wrong." 


While demonstrations don't rate high 


on the Niles station's list of problems, a 
shortage in manpower does. The 80 man 
force is responsible for all of the unin- 
corporated areas in Cook County, north 
of the Eisenhower Expressway, and west 
of Elgin. 


SIX CARS PATROL during each shift, 


backed up by six to 10 policemen. For 
Prospect Heights, the largest unincorpo- 
rated area in Cook County, this means 
only one car is patrolling the community 
along with other areas. 


"Our situation isn't that critical, but 


we could always use more men," said 
Holt. 


"I'd like to see us go into a county- 


wide crime laboratory and detective 
agency. But the county is too old to have 
a centralized police force. They had it all 
along in England.

Nixon 'Right' On 
Cambodia: Crane

U.S. 
Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-13th. a 


former history professor at two Midwes- 
tern universities, accused antiwar dem- 
onstrators of following their emotions, 
rather than an understanding of history, 
in opposing President Nixon's decision to 
use American troops in Cambodia. 


Crane, who taught history at Bradley 


and Indiana universities before running 
for Congress last year, told the North- 
west Suburban Bar Association last night 
that the decision to enter Cambodia "is 
very similar to a decision made by the 
United States in World War II to bomb 
oil fields used by the Germans, thereby 
bringing a faster end to the war." 


He defended President Nixon's deci-

Theie's a lot of talk about pollution 


these days, but the students at Central 
Junior High School in Mount Prospect 
did more than just talk about pollution.

best essay, poster and project on pollu-

milled the winning essay. Both are stu- 
dents in the eighth grade. Melodie Van 
Dyke, a seventh-grade student, earned 
first place honors in the project com- 
petition 


Mctge said the student council voted to 


sponsor the contest and award cash 
prizes as its own contribution to "bring- 
ing environmental problems to the atten- 
tion of students and parents. We didn't 
plan the contest in conjunction with 
Earth Day, but it just happened that 
way. Both happened in April." 


"We purchased the savings bonds with 


money saved by student council, and we 
thought the students would appreciate 
money rather than a different award, es- 
pecially since the student council trea- 
sury is the students' money," he added. 


METGE SAID THE student council 


earned the money for the contest by 


sponsoring dances and other school proj- 
poster competition and Steve Gibson sufa- 
cets. "And we still have some money left 
in the treasury, even after buying the 
bonds," he noted. 


Although the cash prizes might have 


been the incentive to enter the contest, 
none of the three winners has spent his 
award yet. "I haven't seen my savings 
bond since the day I brought it home," 
Gibson said.

dent council, said the entries were very 
good and the judges, teachers at Central 
School, had a difficult time in choosing 
the winners. "The students put a lot of 
thought into these projects, and they all 
raised interesting points and questions 
about environmental problems," he said.

MELODIE SUBMITTED a three-di- 


mensional project on "Pollution: The 
Past, Present and Future." The city Me- 
lodie used to illustrate her point was Chi- 
cago. "The past (a wildlife scene) shows 
what it was like before man intruded, 
cluttered up Chicago and destroyed the 
wildlife and plants," Melodie explained. 


The present was an urban scene in 


which all the buildings were black and 
corroded, and the future was an empty 
scene. A black poster, representing noth- 
ing, and a lone billboard with the words, 
"The Future: Or will it be too late?" 


Each of the three students expressed 


the eventual doom of mankind unless 
something is done now to stop pollution. 


Gibson, who submited the winning essay, 
seemed to sum up the situation when he 
wrote: "In the year 2070 A D , one hun- 
dred years from now, a blazing sun beats 
down upon an endless desert. 


"As far as the eye can see, there is 


nothing but sun-bleached sand, no sign of 
life or anything else. The result of an 
atomic bomb? No. It happened because 
man didn't care what he put into his 
lakes and rivers. 


"... SUCH A HORRIBLE end will 


happen if you sit at home and just quiet- 
ly watch the skies become blacker and 
your water turn green . . . Pollution is 
so bad now the children of today may 
well be the parents of the last generation 
on earth," Gibson wrote. 


"If you do not care about your fellow 


man, then be selfish. Care about your- 
self. Stop pollution while you can. You 
may never have another chance." 


students to respect his position even if 
they don't agree with it. 


"I'VE TRIED TO TELL them that 


there's no reason to doubt the integrity 
of President Nixon and his decision to 
enter Cambodia." Crane said. "He has 
led us in a steady withdrawal from Viet- 
nam, with 115.000 troops already homo 
and a pledge that 150.000 more would be 
withdrawn by the end of the \ear."

military might has declined 


"Looking at the momentum of the So- 


viet Union in the arms race and then at 
our oun decrease, we ha\p to feel that a 
possible consequence is that the Souet 
Union v ill cull our bluff if there is a situ- 
ation of direct confrontation" Crane 
said 


"W3'd like to think that we're enterinc 


into an era of negotiations and I hope the 
strategic arms limitations talks pay off' 
he said. "But if they don't, and we don't 
do anything to improve our own situ- 
ation, we could be in very big trouble b> 
the middle of this decade." 


CRANE DREW A MAP on the back of 


an envelope to show strategic areas of 
Cambodia and Vietnam and said the de- 
cision to enter Cambodia was calculated 
to achieve three objectives: To reduce 
American casualties, to shorten the war 
and to speed up President Nixon's Viet- 
namization program. 


"Our objective is not to boast of a 


massive kill-factor," he said. "Instead, 
we want to go in. destroy the capacity of 
the enemy to use Cambodia as a staging 
area for Vietnam attacks, and then get 
out. 


"And 
\\e wanted to do it now. before 


the monsoon season sets in." he said 
"There is no reason to doubt that our 
troops will be out of Cambodia by July 1. 
the date the President has estimated."

A Fire Call Too Late?

"My first thought was 'They didn't call 


us soon enough.' " 


The speaker was Bruce Winter, a full- 


time fireman in the Rolling Meadows fire 
department. 


He and 14 other full-time and volun- 


teers who led the battle to stop the fire in 
a Three Fountains apartment building 10 
days ago were discussing what happened 
from the moment they got the call to 
their return to the fire station several 
hours later. 


"When we pulled out of the station on 


Meadow Drive. I could see the smoke 
already and knew we were in trouble," 
Charlie Sellards, the first officer to ar- 
rive at the fire said. Sellards radioed Ar- 
lington Heights for mutual assistance 
while en route to Three Fountains. 


"Flames were already coming out the 


patio doors and that first floor apartment 
was burned out when we got there." Sell- 
ards said. 


HE AND THE MEN on the first engine 


to arrive wont after the apartment where 
the fire began. "We thought we had it 
out until wo went around the south end 
and saw it going up the stairwell. We 


couldn't get in. The heat was too much." 


On the way into Three Fountains, the 


firemen's hearts were pumping madly, 
they agree. "I had Thumper with me all 
the way," Bill Schmidt, engineer on the 
first engine to arrive, said. 


The n.en knew 5201 Carriage Way 


Drive was a building built before the life 
safety code was adopted by the city. 
They were expecting the fire to be bad, 
but didn't realize until later what type of 
fire it was. 


"It was a hidden fire," Fire Chief 


Thomas Fogcrty explained. Fogerty and 
four firemen were attending class 
at 


Harper Junior College when they heard 
about Three Fountains. "No matter what 
wall we took off, we always found fire. 
Once the fire got into the hallway, I 
knew it would move to other areas." 


BEFORE FOGERTY arrived, Sellards 


was the officer in charge. "You call for 
all this equipment and it comes in. 
They're asking where you want them to 
go. I had to make a lot of decisions in a 
few seconds." 


The first three engines to arrive. Roll- 


ing Meadows two and the aerial ladder 
from Arlington Heights, didn't get slowed

People trapped on the balconies were 


helped off by Rolling Meadows and Ar- 
lington Heights men who arrived early 
on the scene. 


"We got the police chief and two others 


off the back balcony and then went on up 
to the roof." Assistant Fire Chief Don 
Marshall, a volunteer, said. From the 
front, fire watchers couldn't see the men 
on the rcof, who were working in the 
trough on the "M-shaped" roof. 


"We stayed up there knocking holes in 


the roof to ventilate the fire until the tar 
started to bubble and the chief ordered 
us off," Marshall continued. 


Red hot railings, intense black smoke 


and searing heat prevented teams of 
men from penetrating into the hallways.

how the only empty apartment in the 
building wasn't damaged too much. "If 
those tenants had only used common 
sense in closing doors, the fire probably 
wouldn't have gone as far as it did. When 
we went back the next day. there were 
some places, like closets, which had 
smoke damage, but no water and things 
weren't burned. We pulled three inmk 
coats unharmed out of one closet." 


Chief Fogerty attributes the spread of

Nixon 'Right' On 
Cambodia: Crane

U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-13th, a 


former history professor at two Midwes- 
tern universities, accused antiwar dem- 
onstrators of following their emotions, 
rather than an understanding of history. 
in opposing President Nixon's decision to 
use American troops in Cambodia 


Crane, who taught history at Bradley 


and Indiana universities before running 
for Congress last year, told the North- 
west Suburban Bar Association last night 
that the decision to enter Cambodia "is 
very similar to a decision made by the 
Uniletf States in World War II to bomb 
oil fields used by the Germans, thereby 
bringing a faster end to the war." 


He defended President Nixon's deci- 


sion as a "wise one" and said he has 
been telling college students "that the 
decision was made to make it possible 
for you not to have to fight in Southeast 
Asia." 


CRANE SAID HIS Washington office 


has "been deluged by a vast number of 
students" and that he has initiated a 
scrrs of daily seminars to discuss the 
Cambodia situation with the students. 


"Many of them are telling me that 


they plan to work within the system and 
retire me from Congress in November." 
Crane said. 


''I think that shows there might be a 


silver lining to the protest we are wit- 
nessing," he said. "If it causes people to 
become involved in the normal ways and 
in the normal system, rather than burn- 
ing down libraries and ROTC buildings, 
then there may be some good to it." 


But Crane said he also has asked the

There's a lot of talk about pollution 


these days, but the students at Central 
Junior High School in Mount Prospect 
did more than just talk about pollution. 


The student council, in an effort to en- 


courage more interest in environmental 
problems, sponsored a contest for the 
best essay, poster and project on pollu- 
tion. The three winners, one in each cate- 
gory, were awarded $25 U.S. savings 
bonds. 


"And I think the contest turned out 


well. It was a slightly different approach 
to the problem, and it created quite a bit 
of student interest in 
environmental 


problems," Bruce Metge, president of 
student council, explained. 


About 40 students participated in the 


contest, which ended April 22, and the 
winners were announced and awarded 
savings bonds at a student assembly. 


JOHN BUDRIS won first place in the 


mitted the winning essay. Both are stu- 
dents in the eighth grade. Melodie Van 
Dyke, a seventh-grade student, earned 
first place honors in the project com- 
petition 


Mettle said the student council voted to 


sponsor the contest and award cash 
prizes as its own contribution to "bring- 
ing environmental problems to the atten- 
tion of students and parents. We didn't 
plan the contest in conjunction with 
Earth Day, but it just happened that 
way. Both happened in April." 


"We purchased the savings bonds with 


money saved by student council, and we 
thought the students would appreciate 
money rather than a different award, es- 
pecially since the student council trea- 
sury is the students' money," he added. 


METGE SAID THE student council 


earned the money for the contest by 


sponsoring dances and other school proj- 
poster competition and Steve Gibson sub- 
ects. "And we still have some money left 
in the treasury, even after buying the 
bonds," he noted. 


Although the cash prizes might have 


been the incentive to enter the contest, 
none of the three winners has spent his 
award yet. "I haven't seen my savings 
bond since the day I brought it home," 
Gibson said. 


Mike Jetel, the faculty sponsor for stu- 


dent council, said the entries were very 
good and the judges, teachers at Central 
School, had a difficult time in choosing 
the winners. "The students put a lot of 
thought into these projects, and they all 
raised interesting points and questions 
about environmental problems," he said. 


Budris, who submitted the winning 


poster on "Pollution Perils," used black 
charcoal and white paper to get his point 


across in the contest. A tree, fish, bird 
and human skull were the only images 
on the poster with the caption, "avoid 
the dead end," written at the bottom of 
the poster. 


MELODIE SUBMITTED a three-di- 


mensional project on "Pollution: 
The 


Past. Present and Future." The city Me- 
lodie used to illustrate her point was Chi- 
cago. "The past (a wildlife scene) shows 
what it was like before man intruded, 
cluttered up Chicago and destroyed the 
wildlife and plants," Melodie explained. 


The present was an urban scene in 


which all the buildings were black and 
corroded, and the future was an empty 
scene. A black poster, representing noth- 
ing, and a lone billboard with the words, 
"The Future: Or will it be too late?" 


Each of the three students expressed 


the eventual doom of mankind unless 
something is done now to stop pollution. 


Gibson, who submited the winning essay, 
seemed to sum up the situation when he 
wrote: "In the year 2070 A.D., one hun- 
dred years from now, a blazing sun beats 
down upon an endless desert. 


"As far as the eye can see, there is 


nothing but sun-bleached sand, no sign of 
life or anything else. The result of an 
atomic bomb? No. It happened because 
man didn't care what he put into his 
lakes and rivers. 


"... SUCH A HORRIBLE end will 


happen if you sit at home and just quiet- 
ly watch the skies become blacker and 
your water turn green . . . Pollution is 
so bad now the children of today may 
well be the parents of the last generation 
on earth," Gibson wrote. 


"If you do not care about your fellow 


man, then be selfish. Care about your- 
self. Stop pollution while you can. You 
may never have another chance." 


students to respect his position even if 
they don't agree with it 


"I'VE TRIED TO TELL them that 


there's no reason to doubt the integrity 
of President Nixon and his decision to 
enter Cambodia." Crane said "He has 
led us in a steady withdrawal from Viet- 
nam, with 115,000 troops already home 
and a pledge that 150.000 more would be 
withdrawn by the end of the year." 


Crane said the President may havo 


been wrong in his decision, ''but the stu- 
dents better hope and pray that he's 
right, because his objective is to end the 
war quicker and prevent young people 
from going over there " 


He said young people do not fully un- 


derstand the involvement of the Soviet 
Union in Southeast Asia or in other areas 
of the world and he quoted extensive fi- 
gures and testimony of Defense Sec. Mel- 
vin Laird showing a massive Russian 
arms buildup while the United States 
military might has declined 


"Looking at the momentum of the So- 


viet Union in the arms race and then at 
our own decrease. \ve have to feel that a 
possible consequence is that the Soviet 
Union \vill call our bluff if there is a situ- 
ation of direct confrontation," Crane 
said 


"W;'d like to think that we're entenns 


into an era of negotiations and I hope the 
strategic arms limitations talks pay off " 
he said "But if they don't, and we don't 
do anything to improve our own situ- 
ation, we could be in very big trouble by 
the middle of this decade." 


CRANE DREW A MAP on the back of 


an envelope to show strategic areas of 
Cambodia and Vietnam and said the de- 
cision to enter Cambodia was calculated 
to achieve three objectives: To reduce 
American casualties, to shorten the war 
and to speed up President Nixon's Viet- 
namization program. 


''Our objective is not to boast of a 


massive kill-factor." he said "Instead, 
we want to go in, destroy the capacity of 
the enemy to use Cambodia as a staging 
area for Vietnam attacks, and then get 
out 


"And \ve wanted to do it now. before 


the monsoon season sc's in." he said. 
"There is no reason to doubt that our 
troops will be out of Cambodia by July 1. 
the date the President has estimated."

A Fire Call Too Late?

"My first thought was 'They didn't call 


us soon enough.' " 


The speaker was Bruce Winter, a full- 


time fireman in'the Rolling Meadows file 
department. 


He and 14 other full-time and volun- 


teers who led the battle to stop the fire in 
a Three Fountains apartment building 10 
days ago were discussing what happened 
from the moment they got the call to 
their return to the fire station several 
hours later. 


"When we pulled out of the station on 


Meadow Drive, I could see the smoke 
already and knew we were in trouble," 
Charlie Sellards, the first officer to ar- 
rive at the fire said. Sellards radioed Ar- 
lington Heights for mutual assistance 
while en route to Three Fountains. 


"Flames were already coming out the 


patio doors and that first floor apartment 
was burned out when we got there." Sell- 
ards "aid. 


HE AND THE MEM on the first engine 


to arrive went after the apartment where 
the fire began. "We thought we had it 
out until we went around the south end 
and saw it going up the stairwell. We 


couldn't get in. The heat was too much.1' 


On the way into Three Fountains, the 


firemen's hearts were pumping madly, 
they agree. "I had Thumper with me all 
the way," Bill Schmidt, engineer on the 
first engine to arrive, said. 


The n.en knew 5201 Carriage Way 


Drive was a building built before the life 
safety code was adopted by the city. 
They were expecting the fire to be bad, 
but didn't realize until later what type of 
fire it was. 


"It was a hidden fire," Fire Chief 


Thomas Fogerty explained. Fogerty and 
four firemen were attending class at 
Harper Junior College when they heard 
about Three Fountains. "No matter what 
wall we took off, we always found fire. 
Once the fire got into the hallway, I 
knew it would move to other areas." 


BEFORE FOGERTY arrived, Sellards 


was the officer in charge. "You call for 
all this equipment and it comes in. 
They're asking where you want them to 
go. I had to make a lot of decisions in a 
few seconds." 


The first three engines to arrive, Roll- 


ing Meadows two and the aerial ladder 
from Arlington Heights, didn't get slowed

"We got the police chief and two otheis 


off the back balcony and then went on up 
to the roof," Assistant Fire Chief Don 
Marshall, a volunteer, said. From the 
front, fire watchers couldn't see the men 
on the rcof, who were working in the 
trough on the "M-shaped" roof. 


"We stayed up there knocking holes in 


the roof to ventilate the fire until the tar 
started to bubble and the chief ordered 
us off," Marshall continued.

The 
watch was on my arm when I looked at 
the scrctch." Marshall said 


"IT WAS A TERRIFIC Stop on the 


fire," Fogerty said, "fire chiefs from 
other areas complimented us on how 
much we were able to save." 


Dick Blane, who singed his ears work- 


ing on the second and third floors, told 
how the only empty apartment in the 
building wasn't damaged too much. "If 
those tenants had only used common 
sense in closing doors, the fire probably 
wouldn't have gone as far as it did. When 
we went back the next day. there were 
some places, like closets, which had 
smoke damage, but no water and things 
weren't burned. We pulled three mink 
coats unharmed out of one closet." 


Chief Fogerty attributes the spread of 


the fire to the fact that the door to the 
apartment where it started was 
left 


open. 


"We didn't realize how fast it was go- 


ing and didn't know it had gotten to the 
other end when we arrived," Winter 
said "When I saw those flames, though I 
knew that fire had a good start before we 
got there. My first thought was 'They 
didn't call us soon enough.' "

"The Sports World," a recreation com- 


plex including a domed stadium with a 
seating capacity for 110,000, is being pro- 
posed for Schaumburg on 97 acres across 
from the WGN towers on Rte 53 


The enclosed arena, with underground 


parking, could be home to major Chicago 
sports clubs now seeking new quarters, 
but it would also be available for local 
and amateur teams, its developer Lee 
Romano told the Herald Wednesday 


The 97 acres, fronting on Rte 53 near 


the Interstate-90 breakoff, are not an- 
nexed to Schaumburg now Romano has 
options on adjacent parcels that would 
make the land contiguous to the village 
Mayor Robert 0 Atcher told the Herald 
the land could be annexed by referen- 
dum 


Romano said he expects to bring the 


proposal before the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals in the next several weeks 


"I HAVE BEEN approached by major 


sports groups seeking new locations that 
could occupy The Sports World," Ro- 
mano said. He did not specify which 


teams are interested 


Atcher said a domed stadium is fea- 


sible for the Northwest area, especially 
sine" several of the major league Chi- 
cago teams are looking for new homes 
The professional baseball and football 
leagues are encouraging Chicago teams 
to find larger quarters that will mciease 
attendance and revenues 


A lomed sports stadium was once dis 


cussed for Arlington Park, but plans nev- 
er got off the ground and apparently 
were scuttled when the race track was 
purchased by Gulf-Western 


The Sports World, with a dome that 


opens and closes, would have twice the 
seating capacity as the Houston Astro 
dome, now the only completed enclosed 
stadium, which holds 44 500 spectators 


In addition to Sports World, the com- 


plex would include "The Adventure," a 
center with restaurants lounges, a roller 
skating and ice skating rinks, caves and 
other activities, Romano said 


ROMANO, WHO IS THE developer of 


the Planet Project in Schaumburg, noted 
for the proposed 113-story building, has

WOODS WEARS A uniform and is 


therefore part of the military-industrial 
complex. But he doesn't strike you that 
way at all.

The men on the post are like you and 


me. The rnlisted men drink boor in their 
club and complain about living in the 
suburbs on a sergeant's pay. 


The officers drink beer 50 feet away in 


their club and complain about the same 
things. 


Both of them think of their next tour of 


duty or the number of days until their 
discharge. 


Nothing complicated, really. Nothing 


ominous, nothing evil. Just soldiers who 
are in Arlington Heights instead of Cam- 
bodia because this is where the Army 
sent them. 


IN A WAY. the men at the 45th Artil- 


lery Brigade are the lucky ones. The ci- 
vilians won't be coming to visit them this 
weekend and I bet the men won't have to 
sweat an inspection the night before. 


But for not having met them this year, 


it's you and I who have suffered the loss. 


Charlie Sellards, the first officer to ar- 
rive at the fire said. Sellards radioed Ar- 
lington Heights for mutual assistance 
while en route to Three Fountains. 


'•Flames were already coming out the 


patio doors and that first floor apartment 
was burned out when we got there." Sell- 
ards said. 


HE AND THE MEN on the first engine 


to arrive went after the apartment where 
the fire hegan. "We thought we harl it 
out until we went around the south end 
and saw it going up the stairwell. We 
couldn't get in. The heat was too much." 


On the way into Three Fountains, the 


firemen's hearts were pumping madly, 
they agree. "I had Thumper with me all 


Nixon 'Right' On 
Cambodia: Crane

U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-13th, a 


former history professor at two Midwes- 
tern universities, accused antiwar dem- 
onstrators of following their emotions, 
rather than an understanding of history, 
in opposing President Nixon's decision to 
use American troops in Cambodia. 


Crane, who taught history at Bradley 


and Indiana universities before running 
for Congress last year, told the North- 
west Suburban Bar Association last night 
that the decision to enter Cambodia "is 
very similar to a decision made by the 
United1 States in World War II to bomb 
oil fields used by the Germans, thereby 
bringing a faster end to the war." 


He defended President Nixon's deci- 


sion as a "wise one" and said he has 
been telling college students "that the 
decision was made to make it possible 
for you not to have to fight in Southeast 
Asia." 


CRANE SAID HIS Washington office 


has "been deluged by a vast number of 
students" and that he has initiated a 
scrips of daily seminars to discuss the 
Cambodia situr.tion with the students. 


"Many of them are telling me that 


they plan to work within the system and 
retire me from Congress in November," 
Crane said. 


"I think that shows there might be a 


silver lining to the protest we are wit- 
nessing," he said. "If it causes people to 
become involved in the normal ways and 
in the normal system, rather than burn- 
ing down libraries and ROTC buildings, 
then there may be some good to it." 


But Crane said he also has asked the 


students to respect his position, even if 
they don't agree with it. 


"I'VE TRIED TO TELL them that 


there's no reason to doubt the integrity 
of President Nixon and his decision to 
enter Cambodia," Crane said. "He has 
led us in a steady withdrawal from Viet- 
nam, with 115,000 troops already home 
iitul a pledge that 150,000 more would be 
withdrawn by the end of the year." 


Crime said Hie President may have 


been wrong in his decision, "but the stu- 
dents better hope and pray that he's 
right, because his objective is to end the 
war quicker and prevent young people 
from going over there." 


He said young people do not fully un- 


derstand the involvement of the Soviet 
Union in Southeast Asia or in other areas 
of the world and he quoted extensive fi- 
gures ant! testimony of Defense Sec. Mel- 
vin Laird showing a massive Russian 
arms buildup while the United Stales 
military might has declined. 


"Looking at the momentum of the So- 


viet Union in the arms race and then at 
our own decrease, we have to feel that a 
possible consequence is that the Soviet 
Union v/ill call our bluff if there is a situ-

"There is no reason to doubt that our 
troops will be out of Cambodia by July 1, 
the date the President has estimated."

I 
knew it would move to other areas." 


BEFORE FOGERTY arrived, Sellards 


was the officer in charge. "You call for 
all this equipment and it comes in 
They're asking where you want them to 
go. I had to make a lot of decisions in a 
few seconds." 


The first three engines to arrive. Roll- 


ing Meadows two and the aerial ladder 
from Arlington Heights, didn't get slowed 
down with traffic. The others, including 
the "ount Prospecl snorkel, had trouble 
getting through the traffic which ma- 
terialized as more people came to watch 
the fire. 


Engineer Schmidt was responsible for 


laying the lines and hooking up to the 
fire hydrant. "I went past the first hy- 
drant because people were standing 
there and I didn't see it," Schmidt said. 


With a large fire, the department 


hooks up "hard sections" of hose to get 
enough water. "I was afraid we weren't 
going to get the hard section on the hy- 
drant." 


SCHMIDT AND FIREMAN Jack Fahn 


found the hydrant caps too low to the 
ground and when they finally got the top 
cap off, they had to clean the mud off 
before the hoses could be attached. 


People trapped on the balconies were 


helped off by Rolling Meadows and Ar- 
lington Heights men who arrived early 
on the scene. 


"We got the police chief and two otheis 


off the back balcony and then went on up 
to the roof," Assistant Fire Chief Don 
Marshall, a volunteer, said. From the 
front, fire watchers couldn't see the men 
on the rcof, who were working in the 
trough on the "M-shaped" roof. 


"We stayed up there knocking holes in 


the roof to ventilate the fire until the tar 
started to bubble and the chief ordered 


us off." Marshall continued. 


Red hot railings, intense black smoke 


and searing heat preven'cd teams of 
men from penetrating into the hallways. 
"We crawled in on our bellies from the 
balcony on the second floor with fire 
above and around us." Ed Retzer. a vol- 
unteer, explained. "It's a scary feeling 
when you turn to crawl back out in a 
dark room and run into a wall every way 
you turn."

teams 


couldn't get into the building. 


"\Ve couldn't get in. the smoke was so 


black and thick." Sellards said. 


The places the fire burned into were 


scattered. "You have to remember, a 
fireman is only in one place. We couldn't 
see all the places the fire was breaking 
out," Bruce Winter said. 


"The men got mad at me when I or- 


dered them out of the building." Chief 
Fogerty chuckled. "They couldn't see 
what was going on. of course, but I could 
see it was dangerous." 


No fireman can recall what he did 


when. "The only reason I knew it was 
2 30 in the morning was that I 
had 


scratched rmself when I climbed into the 
attic and realized later it hurt. The 
watch was on my arm when I looked at 
the scrntch." Marshall said. 


"IT WAS A TERRIFIC stop on the 


fire," Fogerty said, "fire chiefs from 
other areas complimented us on how 
much we were able to save." 


Dick Blane. who singed his ears work- 


ing on the second and third floors, told 
how the only empty apartment in the 
building wasn't damaged too much. "If 
those tenants had only used common 
sense in closing doors, the fire probably 
wouldn't have gone as far as it did. When 
we went back the next day, there were 
some places, like closets, which had 
smoke damage, but no water and things 
weren't burned. We pulled three mink 
coats unharmed out of one closet." 


Chief Fogerty attributes the spread of 


the fire to the fact that the door to the 
apartment where it staited was left 
open. 


"We didn't realize how fast it was go- 


ing and didn't know it had gotten to the 
other end when we arrived." Winter 
said. "When I saw those flames, though. I 
knew that fire had a good start before we 
got there. My first thought was 'They 
didn't call us soon enough ' "

mission has held hearings throughout the 
state, the research is not yet complete. 


"THE COMMISSION does not believe 


that testimony at the public hearings, 
standing alone, provide a sufficient basis 
by which to intelligently respond to its 
statutory charges," Schlickman said. 


The preliminary report released Tues- 


day includes an explanation of the educa- 
tional research planned by Dr. Donald A. 
Erickson, University of Chicago Profes- 


sor, and Research Coordinator of the 
commission. Advising the commission on 
the Constitutional question are a panel of 
legal experts including Prof. Philip B, 
Kurland, University of Chicago Law 
School; P.-of. John C. Hayes. Loyola Uni- 
versity School of Law; Prof. Benjamin 
DuVal, University of Illinois School of 
Law, 
and Byron S. Miller, attorney-at- 


law who is associated with the Civil Lib- 
erties Union. Each lawyer will give the 
commission his independent opinion. 


The study reports are expected to be 


completed before January 1971.

SAID 
commission 


members who are legislators have par- 
ticularly had impressed upon them the 
urgency of reaching a decision on the 
nonpublic school aid question. The com- 
mission has responded by issuing a pre- 
liminary report which details the various 
questions which commission members 
believe must be more fully considered 
before a recommendation can be made.

night. 


It was PEP's (Pollution and Environ- 


mental Problems) Eco-Catastrophe Film 
Festival which ironically was hit by a 
weather "catastrophe" as the fog rolled 
in and sirens sounded outside Forest 
View High School's Little Theater in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


In the beginning the audience heard 


what individuals can do to fight pollution 
by using low phosphate detergents, elimi- 
nating dangerous pesticides from house- 
hold use and gardening the organic way. 


"There are several small plants which 


can be used in place of insecticides," ex- 


plained Mrs. R. C. Good, PEP program 
chairman. 


"For example, mint can be planted 


near cabbage or garlic plants near rose 
bushes to assist in bug control," she 
said 


MRS. 
GOOD ALSO explained how 


phosphates in detergents should stay be- 
low 25 units per washload. Enzyme pre- 
soaks are especially high ranging from 
30 to 55 units of phosphate, she said. 


A list of phosphate content of deter- 


gents prepared by Northwestern Students 
for a Better Environment was dis- 
tributed to the group. Only 12 detergent 
products of 43 are above the hazardous 
phosphate level.

Ridge subdivision in Palatine walked 
mti) a public he.iring Tuesday night to 
discuss a proposed nursing center -var 
their homes, the village's siren atop the 
Village Hall sounded a three-minute tor- 
nado warning. 


The warning wasn't needed, however, 


as Palatine escaped the tornado and the 
plan commission missed the storm 


Pi>th the plan commission and the resi- 


dents were going through the Four Sea- 
sons Nursing Centers of America, Inc. 
proposal in a public hearing for the sec- 
ond time. 


THE COMPANY NEEDS a special use 


permit from the village to begin building 


its proposed $1.4 million, 200-bed facility 
on a 4'2 acre site north of the Illinois 
Avenue and Quentin Road intersection. 


During the past 16 months the resi- 


dents, the proponents of the nursing cen- 
ter and their attorneys have debated the 
issue in court, in front of the village 
board and the plan commission. 


The residents object to the two story 


facility because they feel it is not in 
keeping with the residential character of 
the area. 


Tuesday night's hearing was a "ontin- 


uation of a hearing held April 21. 


At that hearing, Richard A. Mugalian, 


a local attorney who is representing the 
homeowners, charged the nursing center 


failed to present testimony showing the 
"necessity" for such a home. A special 
use permit, he told the plan commission, 
can be granted only when the need for a 
facility has been demonstrated. 


Not only is a nursing home not needed 


in the area, Mugalian said Tuesday 
night, "but it is undesirable." What is 
being proposed, he claimed "is a com- 
mercial use for a single family area." 


ALLUDING TO recent disclosures of 


the company's financial woes, Mugalian 
contended, there is "a risk of failure" of 
the nursing home and it could be possible 
that the proposed building would be 
turned into a motel. 


"I'm 
not suggesting Four Seasons 


would build and go out of business," he 
added, "I just don't know." 


Mrs. Jeannette R. Kramer, the oper- 


ator of the Plum Grove Nursing Home 
said there was no need for another nurs- 
ing home in the area. Her 69-bed facility 
had only 75 per cent occupancy and with 
new construction, she testified, there will 
soon be almost 900 excess nursing home 
beds in the area. 


Mrs. Kramer also maintained a new 


facility would drain the local professional 
personnel sources in the community. 


William J. Moore, an attorney repre- 


senting Four Seasons, said there is "no 
indication of financial difficulty" in the 
company and charged that local nursing 
homes were afraid of competition. 


After Erika Karcevskis, the adminis- 


trator of the Americana Nursing Center 
of .Arlington Heights, testified that her 
nursing facility had been built when 
there was also a surplus of beds, Plan 
Commission Chairman Thomas Moody 
commented, "It sounds to me like there 
are a lot of incompetent people spending 
their money for nursing homes." 


MOORE THEN SAID that the State 


Legislature had enacted new criteria for 
nursing homes effective Jan. 1, 1970, and 
that the surplus bed projections which 
were based on 1968 figures were not va- 
lid because most of the nursing home 
beds were "rendered not qualified" by 
the Legislature. 


Dr. Frank Powles who related he 


owned the 6's acres north of the pro- 
posed site, objected to the nursing home 
because, he said, it would depreciate his 
property values. 


The commission previously 
recom- 


mended that the special use not be grant- 
ed because the nursing home would be a 
commercial development in a residential 
area. 


Village Trustee Terry L Leighty. who

Gina has probably fared the best since 


her mother's stroke because she has 
benefited from the love of at least four 
mother figures: Rosemary, two grand- 
mothers and an aunt. 


The stroke was a severe blow for the 


whole family, but they all pitched in and 
lent support, said Rosemary. 


"I was asleep whon it happened. It was 


early Sunday morning, a day after I got 
home from the hospital. My husband 
thought I was having a nightmare and 
woke me up. I had a terrible headache. 


He tried to help me walk to the bathroom 
so I could take an aspirin but I kept fall- 
ing down. I couldn't stand up." 


"HE CALLED MY brother and sister- 


in-law then, and they came over and 
watched my baby while my husband 
drove me to the hospital." 


Rosemary stayed in the hospital until 


February, when she was transferred to 
the Rehabilitation Institute of Chicago. 
"While I was in the hospital, everything 
was done for me, including bed baths. As 
soon as I got to the institute they put me 
into a plastic wheel chair and took me 
into i..o shower room. I never realized 
what a luxury a shower is before." 


Everything was different at the in- 


stitute, said Rosemary. "They encour- 
aged you to help yourself.

"They put me on an extensive therapy

'Sports World' 
Complex 
Offered 


by MARY REIKSCIINEIDER 


"The Sports World," a recreation com- 


plex including a domed stadium with a 
seating capacity for 110,000, is being pro- 
posed for Schaumburg on 97 acres across 
from the WON towers on Rte. S3. 


The enclosed arena, with underground 


parking, could be home to major Chicago 
sports clubs now seeking new quarters, 
but it would also be available for local 
and amateur teams, its developer Lee 
Romano told the Herald Wednesday. 


The 97 acres, fronting on Rte. 53 near 


the Interstate-!*) breakoff. are not an- 
nexed to Schaumburg now. Romano has 
options on adjacent parcels that would 
make the land contiguous to the village. 
Mayor Robert 0. Atcher told the Herald 
the land could be annexed by referen- 
dum. 


Romano said he expects to bring the 


proposal before the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals in the text several weeks. 


"I HAVK BKEN approached by major 


sports groups seeking new locations that 
could occupy The Sports World," Ro- 
mano said. He did not specify which 


teams are interested. 


Atcher said a domed stadium is fea- 


sible for the Northwest area, especially 
sine" several of the major league Chi- 
cago teams are looking for new homes. 
The professional baseball and football 
leagues are encouraging Chicago teams 
to find larger quarters that will increase 
attendance and revenues. 


A lomed sports stadium was once dis- 


cussed for Arlington Park, but plans nev- 
er got off the ground and apparently 
were scuttled when the race track was 
purchased by Gulf-Western. 


The Sports World, with a dome that 


opens and closes, would have twice the 
seating capacity as the Houston Astro- 
dome, now the only completed enclosed 
stadium, which holds 44,500 spectators. 


In addition to Sports World, the com- 


plex would include "The Adventure," a 
center with restaurants, lounges, a roller 
skating and ice skating rinks, caves and 
other activities, Romano said. 


ROMANO, WHO IS THE developer of 


the Planet Project in Schaumburg, noted 
for the proposed 113-story building, has 


other parcels to be developed in Rolling 
Meadows and Arlington Heights. 


The developer noted that the sports 


complex, which would cost upwards of 
$100 Billion, would not disturb any com- 
munity or its residents. It is surrounded 
on three sides by the Cook County Forest 
Preserve. 


Romano said that Sports World will 


centrally serve any area of Northwest 
Cook and North DuPage Counties that al- 
ready has a population of over one mil- 
lion and will grow to many times that in 
the next 10 years. 


He has not announced a timetable for 


building the stadium complex yet. 


Romano expects to rim into trouble 


from the Cook County Forest Preserve 
over the site. He has heard rumors that 
the forest preserve wants to add the 97 
acres to its 3,500 acre holdings in the 
Schaumburg-Elk Grove vicinity. 


" T H E FOREST PRESERVE has 


ample land without this 97 acres. I intend 
to fight with everything I have for thus," 
he said. 


The site is now a tree nursery.

"And there was a Negro patient there 


we called "the general." He had been 
shot five times during a hold-up. I asked 
him one day if they had caught the rob- 
bers, and he said he knew who they 
were. So I told him he was lucky they 
were friends, or he would have gotten it 
worse." 


"No one ever cries at the institute," 


added Rosemary. 


In March, Rosemary was able to go 


home and visit the institute on an out- 
patient basis. By this time the muscles in 
her left leg had begun to move and she 
could walk with the aid of a brace and a 
cane. 


BY THE MIDDLE OF the summer, 


she was able to move her left arm and 
throw away her sling. Two months later, 
she could walk without the brace. 


Rosemary's mother stayed with her 


during her first few months at home, but 
now Rosemary 
is doing most of the 


housework herself and even driving. 


"I feel more appreciative of simple 


things now," said Rosemary, "like just 
moving around." 


"You never realize how lucky you are 


until something like this happens to you.

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Demonstrators Offer Nothing, Says Cop 


The week May 10 - 16 has been set 


aside by presidential proclamation to 
honor policemen throughout the nation. 


The policeman, along with the fireman, 


the nurse and the mailman, are still re- 
vered in most grade school classrooms. 
And the citizens voting for law and order 
candidates still view the policeman as an 
instrument of one of America's highest 
ideals. 


But there is a segment in our country, 


a little older than the grade school stu- 
dent and younger than the electorate, 
that refutes the policeman's integrity. 
They call him "pig." 


The reaction from the law enforcers 


has ranged from anger to quiet indignity, 
but they all agree the attack is unjust. 


"We are just like everyone else, but we 


wear uniforms and carry guns," objected 
Patrolman Roger Holt, administrative 
aide to the commander at the Cook Coun- 
ty Sheriffs north suburban station in 
Niles. 


"IT IS WRONG to classify us as one 


group," added Holt. "We are all individ- 
uals " 


"The newspapers and TV always show

the policeman does wrong. 


But v.e have files of letters from citizens 
commemorating the work of the police- 
men in our department. And that never 
gets in the headlines." 


On the suburban beat, the 80 men at 


the Nilcs station rarely come into direct 
contact with the element that derides 
them. However, they were on standby all 
last neck during the demonstrations by 
students in Evanston. And they have 
been called into the city many times to 
evict residents who have not fulfilled 
contract buyers agreements. 


"Demonstrators, 
in my opinion, are 


stupid." said Holt. "They don't like the 
form of government they have, but they 
don't offer a solution."

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A Fire Call Too Late?

"My first thought was 'They didn't call 


us soon enough.' " 


The speaker was Bruce Winter, a full- 


time fireman in the Rolling Meadows Hie 
department. 


He and 14 other full-time and volun- 


teers who led the battle to stop the fire in 
a Three Fountains apartment building 10 
days ago were discussing what happened 
from the moment they got the call to 
their return to the fire station several 
hours later. 


"When we pulled out of the station on 


Meadow Drive. I could see the smoke 
already and knew we were in trouble," 
Charlie Sellards. the first officer to ar- 
rive at the fire said. Sellards radioed Ar- 
lington Heights for mutual assistance 
while en route to Three Fountains. 


"Flames were already coming out the 


patio doors and that first floor apartment 
was burned out when we got there." Sell- 
ards said. 


UK AND THE MEN on the first engine 


to arrive went after the apartment where 
the fire began. "We thought we had it 
out until we went around the south end 
and saw it going up the stairwell. We 
couldn't get in. The heat was too much.'' 


On the way into Three Fountains, the 


firemen's hearts were pumping madly, 
they agree. "I had Thumper with me all 
the way," Bill Schmidt, engineer on the 
first engine to arrive, said. 


The n.en knew 5201 Carriage Way 


Drive was a building built before the life 
safety code was adopted by the city. 
They were expecting the fire to be bad, 
but didn't realize until later what type of 
fire it was. 


"It was a hidden fire," Fire Chief 


Thomas Fogerty explained. Fogerty and 
four firemen were attending class at 
Harper Junior College when they heard 
about Three Fountains. "No matter what 
wall we took off, we always found fire. 
Once the fire got into the hallway, I 
knew it would move to other areas." 


BEFORE FOGERTY arrived. Sellards 


was the officer in charge. "You call for 
all this equipment and it comes in. 
They're asking where you want them to 
go. I had to make a lot of decisions in a 
few seconds." 


The first three engines to arrive. Roll- 


ing Meadows two and the aerial ladder 
from Arlington Heights, didn't get slowed 
down with traffic. The others, including 
the "ount Prospect snorkel, had trouble 
getting through the traffic which ma- 
terialized as more people came to watch 
the fire. 


Engineer Schmidt was responsible for 


laying the lines and hooking up to the 
fire hydrant. "I went past the first hy- 
drant because people were 
standing 


there and I didn't see it," Schmidt said. 


With a large 
fire, the department 


hooks up "hard sections" of hose to get 
enough water. "I was afraid we weren't 
going to get the hard section on the hy- 
drant."

"We got the police chief and two others 


off the back balcony and then went on up 
to the roof," Assistant Fire Chief Don 
Marshall, a volunteer, said. From the 
front, fire watchers couldn't see the men 
on the rcof, who were working in the 
trough on the "M-shaped" roof. 


"We stayed up there knocking holes in 


the roof to ventilate the fire until the tar 
started to bubble and the chief ordered 
us off." Marshall continued. 


Red hot railings, intense black smoke 


and searing heat preven'cd teams of 
men from penetrating into the hallways. 
"We crawled in on our bellies from the 
balcony on the second floor with fire 
above and around us," Ed Retzer, a vol- 
unteer, explained. "It's a scary feeling 
when you turn to crawl back out in a 
dark room and run into a wall every way 
you turn." 


R E S C U E AND SEARCH teams 


couldn't get into the building. 


"We couldn't get in, the smoke was so 


black and thick," Sellards said. 


The places the fire burned into were 


scattered. "You have to remember, a 
fireman is only in one place. We couldn't 
see all the places the fire was breaking 
out,'' Bruce Winter said. 


"The men got mad at me when I or- 


dered them out of the building," Chief 
Fogerty chuckled. "They couldn't see 
what was going on, of course, but I could 
sec it was dangerous." 


No fireman can recall what he did 


when. "The only reason I knew it was 
2:30 
in the morninc was that I had 


scratched myself when I climbed into the 
attic and realized later it hurt. The 
watch was on my arm when I looked at 
the scratch," Marshall said. 


"IT WAS A TERRIFIC stop on the 


fire," Fogerty said, "fire chiefs from 
other areas complimented us on how 
much we were able to save." 


Dick Blane. who singed his ears work- 


ing on the second and third floors, told 
how the only empty apartment in the 
building wasn't damaged too much. "If 
those tenants had only used common 
sense in closing doors, the fire probably 
wouldn't have gone as far as it did. When 
we went back the next day, there were 
some places, like closets, which had 
smoke damage, but no water and things 
weren't burned. We pulled three mink 
coals unharmed out of one closet." 


Chief Fogerty attributes the spread of 


the fire to the fact that the door to the 
apartment where it started was left 
open. 


"We didn't realize how fast it was go- 


ing and didn't know it had gotten to the 
other end when we arrived," Winter 
said. "When I saw those flames, though, I 
knew that fire had a good start before we 
got there. My first thought was 'They 
didn't calf us soon enough.' "

"The Rolling Meadows Fire Depart- 


ment cannot possibly say enough to 
thank all who were involved, but we hope 
this letter will, in some way, serve to 
publicly commend those individuals who 
assisted us that night," the statement 
finished.

Schools Prepare 
For Disasters 


When disasters, particularly those con- 


cerning the weather, occur, telephone 
lines are often down and communication 
depends on radio contact. 


Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 offi- 


cials are experimenting with an alert 
monitor system which will enable the 
Rolling Meadows police department to 
keep them advised of disaster conditions 
when they occur. 


"We have disaster and 
emergency 


procedures already set up," Joseph Kis- 
zka, assistant superintendent, said. "This 
alert monitor system will let us know 
from a reliable source what is happen- 
ing." 


So many times, Kiszka minted o t. dif- 


ferent people have different ways if de- 
scribing what is happening. 


"FOR EXAMPLE, tornado watch, tor- 


nado warning and tornado alert mean 
different things to different groups. By 
using one source and defining what 
means what, we will know what is going 
on," Kiszka said. 


Dist. 15 has purchased 2 receivers, 


called decoders, to experiment with. An 
encoder, which switches on the decoder 
so the school district can receive infor- 
mation over the police radio, is located 
in the Rolling Meadows police depart- 
ment. 


Once the encoder is turned on by the 


police, a siren-like sound will be emitted 
from the decoder in a superintendent or 
principal's office. After the siren stops, a 
person listening to the decoder can pick 
up special messages from the Rolling 
Meadows police radio. 


"We are willing to contact the schools 


when severe weather conditions and oth- 
er disasters occur and also when there is 
an all-clear," Rolling Meadows Police 
Chief Lewis Case, said. 


DURING THE TRIAL period, one of 


the decoders will travel to every school 
in Dist. 15 to be tested. To purchase the 
rest of the decoders for all the schools, 
the City of Rolling Meadows has re- 
quested federal funds for the project. 
One decoder will remain in the Dist. is 
administration building. 


"Right now all we can use to let pri 


pals know of a severe weather condit;.,>. 
is the telephone." Kiszka said. "With 
something like the alert monitor system, 
all of them can be contacted by the Roll- 
ing Meadows police." 


The system does not allow anyone with 


a decoder to transmit and communicate 
with other units. Decoders are only used 
to receive messages from the frequency 
the;- fre pre-set for. 


In Dist. 15 the decoders will be tuned 


to the Rolling Meadows local government 
channel. 


"We've been working on this proposal 


and looking at systems 
for several 


months now." Kiszka said. "The board of 
education has studied the proposals and 
decided to purchase the first two to find 
out how they work."

dent walked up to the stand, completely 
unaided, to receive her award. A slight 
limp was the only trace left of the 
stroke she suffered a year and a half 
ago. after a blood clot blocked a main 
artery in her brain. 


The tragedy was threefold for Rose- 


mary because she had just returned 
from the hospital the day before after 
the birth of her first child, Gina Marie. 
And her father had died of cancer while 
she was in the hospital delivering Gina. 


TODAY, ROSEMARY can sit in her 


kitchen and casually joke about her mis- 
fortune over a cup of coffee. Her sense of 
humor has carried her through the past 
year. 


She is an attractive young woman with 


a windswept pixie hair cut and an open 
smile. While she is dark, her young 
daughter is very fair with soft blond 
hair. 


Gina has probably fared the best since 


her mother's stroke because she has 
benefited from the love of at least four 
mother figures: Rosemary, two grand- 
mothers and an aunt. 


The stroke was a severe blow for the 


whole family, but they all pitched in and 
lent support, said Rosemary. 


"1 was asleep when it happened. It was 


early Sunday morning, a day after I got 
home from the hospital. My husband 
thought I was having a nightmare and 
woke me up. I had a terrible headache. 


He tried to help me walk to the bathroom 
so I could take an aspirin but I kept fall- 
ing down. I couldn't stand up." 


"HE CALLED MY brother and sister- 


in-law then, and they came over and 
watched my baby while my husband 
drove me to the hospital." 


Rosemary stayed in the hospital until 


February, when she was transferred to 
the Rehabilitation Institute of Chicago. 
"While I was in the hospital, everything 
was done for me, including bed baths. As 
soon as I got to the institute they put me 
into a plastic wheel chair and took me 
into the shower room. I never realized 
what a luxury a shower is before." 


Everything was different at the in- 


stitute, said Rosemary. "They encour- 
aged you to help yourself. I didn't get 
breakfast in bed anymore, but had to 
wheel myself down to the cafeteria." 


When Rosemary first arrived at the in- 


stitute, she couldn't move any part of the 
left side of her body. It was a trying time 
because there was no way for the doctors 
to know if the brain cells had been per- 
manently damaged. 


"They put me on an extensive therapy 


program so my muscles would be limber 
in case my damaged brain cells revived. 
Some people never recover 
from a 


stroke." 


ROSEMARY WAS also taught how to 


work with one arm. "They brought my

'Sports World' 
Complex 
Offered

"The Sports World." a recreation com- 


plex including a domed stadium with a 
seating capacity for 110.000, is being pro- 
posed for Schaumburg on 97 acres across 
from the WGN towers on Rte. 53, 


The enclosed arena, with underground 


parking, could be home to major Chicago 
sports clubs now seeking new quarters, 
but it would also be available for local 
and amateur teams, its developer Lee 
Romano told the Herald Wednesday. 


The 97 acres, fronting on Rtc. 53 near 


the lnterstate-90 brcakoff, are not an- 
nexed to Schaumburg now. Romano has 
options on adjacent parcels that would 
make the land contiguous to the village. 
Mayor Robert 0. Atcher told the Herald 
the land could be annexed by referen- 
dum. 


Romano said he expects to bring the 


proposal before the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals in the next several weeks. 


"I HAVE BEEN approached by major 


sports groups seeking new locations that 
could occupy The Sports World," Ro- 
mano said. He did not specify which 


teams are interested. 


Atcher said a domed stadium is fea- 


sible for the Northwest area, especially 
sine" several of the major league Chi- 
cago teams are looking for new homes. 
The professional baseball and football 
leagues are encouraging Chicago teams 
to find larger quarters that will increase 
attendance and revenues. 


A lomed sports stadium was once dis- 


cussed for Arlington Park, but plans nev- 
er got off the ground and apparently 
were scuttled when the race track was 
purchased by Gulf-Western. 


The Sports World, with a dome that 


opens and closes, would have twice the 
seating capacity as the Houston Astro- 
dome, now the only completed enclosed 
stadium, which holds 44,500 spectators. 


In addition to Sports World, the com- 


plex would include "The Adventure," a 
center with restaurants, lounges, a roller 
skating and ice skating rinks, caves and 
other activities, Romano said. 


ROMANO. WHO IS THE developer of 


the Planet Project in Schaumburg, noted 
for the proposed 113-story building, has 


other parcels to be developed in Rolling 
Meadows and Arlington Heights. 


The developer noted that the sports 


complex, which would cost upwards cf 
$100 'illion, would not disturb any c» 
munity or its residents. It is surrounded 
on three sides by the Cook County Forest 
Preserve. 


Romano said that Sports World will 


centrally serve any area of Northwest 
Cook and North DuPage Counties that al- 
ready has a population of over one mil- 
lion and will grow to many times that in 
the next 10 years. 


He has not announced a timetable for 


building the stadium complex yet. 


Romano expects to run into trouble 


from the Cook County Forest Preserve 
over the site. He lias heard rumors that 
the forest preserve wants to add the 97 
acres to its 3,500 acre holdings in the 
Schaumburg-Elk Grove vicinity. 


• "f II E FOREST PRESERVE has 


ample land without this 97 acres. I intend 
to fight with everything I have for this," 
he said. 


The site is now a tree nursery.

ROSEMARY'S MOTHER agreed say- 


ing, "I thought I would be depressed by 
the patients when I visited Rosemary, 
but they are so friendly and cheerful, 
they make you feel good." 


"The first day I arrived at the institute 


my roommate asked me if I wanted to go 
to the movies with her. I didn't know 
what she was talking about, but later 
learned that the patients are taken on a 
trip once a week." 


"And there was a Negro patient there 


we called "the general." He had been 
shot five times during a hold-up. I asked 
him one day if they had caught the rob- 
bers, and he said he knew who they 
were. So I told him he was lucky they 
were friends, or he would have gotten it 
worse." 


"No one ever cries at the institute," 


added Rosemary. 


In March, Rosemary was able to go 


home and visit the institute on an out- 
patient basis. By this time the muscles in 
her left leg had begun to move and she 
could walk with the aid of a brace and a 
cane. 


BY THE MIDDLE OF the summer, 


she was able to move her left arm and 
throw away her sling. Two months later, 
she could walk without the brace. 


Rosemary's mother stayed with her 


during her first few months at home, but 
now Rosemary is doing most of the 
housework herself and even driving. 


"I feel more appreciative of simple 


things now," said Rosemary, "like just 
moving around." 


"You never realize how lucky you arc 


until something like this happens to you.
